Petris’s tarnished legacy 


HE CALIFORNIA Senate is not, generally 

speaking, a great bastion of liberal thought. 

On a lot of major issues that come before the 
Senate, you can count the solid liberal votes on one 
hand — and still have a finger or two free. 

But over the past few years, a handful of pro- 
gressives have come to occupy powerful positions 
in the Senate, giving the ‘“‘left wing”’ (such as it is) 
influence that far exceeds its size. That influence 
has been especially important on tenants-rights 
issues — every year since the early 1980s, the Assem- 
bly (ostensibly the more liberal house) has ap- 
proved by sizable margins bills that would gut ef- 
fective rent control in cities across the state. Every 
year, the bills have gone to the Senate, where a few 
powerful senators with strong pro-tenant and pro- 
local-control positions have managed to kill them. 

One of those liberal stalwarts is Nick Petris, who 
represents the East Bay district that includes Berke- 
ley. Petris has been a part of East Bay politics so 
long that he’s become something of an institution. 
From the 1960s, when he authored (with Eugene 
McAteer) the law that established the Bay Conser- 
vation and Development Commission (and quite 
possibly saved San Francisco Bay from becoming a 
parking lot) to the 1980s, when he became one of 
the very few elected officials in the state to speak up 


loudly, repeatedly and powerfully in favor of the re- . 


confirmation of Rose Bird, Petris has generally 
done a credible job of representing one of Califor- 
nia’s most progressive regions. 

So when Nick Petris introduces a bill that could 
seriously undercut the rights of California tenants 
and devastate Berkeley’s landmark rent control law 
— it spells serious trouble. As Steve Stallone points 
out on page 17, a Petris bill quietly winding its way 
through the Legislature could represent one of the 
most serious threats to tenants’ rights in this state in 

-many years. And because Petris is the sponsor, the 
chances of defeating the measure are slim indeed. 

SB 912 would, among other things, eliminate 
the right of local rent boards to assess direct 
financial penalties for violations of local rent- 
control ordinances. Under the Petris bill, all a 
local board could do when a landlord illegally 
overcharges tenants would be to demand he or she 
pay the money back. 

That’s pretty silly: A convicted bank robber or 
embezzler can’t normally settle the case by paying 
back the stolen money. There are criminal penal- 
ties, fines and jail terms, to discourage people from 


stealing. If a landlord can willfully steal from his 
tenants by charging illegal rents, knowing that the 
worst he will ever have to do is pay the money back, 
tenants won’t be left with much protection. 

SB 912 is not the only indication that Petris has 
become more friendly to the real estate industry. 
Last year, he threatened to abandon his opposition 
to a major anti-rent-control bill if the Berkeley rent 
board didn’t ease off on some of its pro-tenant 
decisions. And in a recent interview, he denounced 
the pro-tenant majority on the board (‘‘They’re 
not interested in fairness. They run on a vigorous 
get-the-landlord program. Help the tenant only 
and the hell with the rest of it.’’) 

Petris seems to prefer the fairness of pro-land- 
lord Citizens for Fair Rent Control candidate 
Richard Holt, whom he has-endorsed. Holt, in his 
three months on the board before his election was 
successfully challenged, voted 21 of 22 times for 
the landlords. He regularly overturned pro-tenant 
decisions and also voted for the landlord’s sep- 
arate-agreements/vacancy-decontrol plan. 

Why is Petris suddenly trying to gut the local 
rent control laws in a city he represents? Why is a 
longtime champion of tenants’ rights promoting a 
bill that may be one of the real estate industry’s big- 
gest legislative victories this year? Is this how Nick 
Petris wants to be remembered? 

It’s perplexing. Petris has one of the safest seats 
in the Legislature — he hasn’t had more than token 
opposition in many years, and doesn’t need to raise 
a lot of campaign money. He owns a fair amount 
of property, but most of it is undeveloped land, 
and only one building is in Berkeley (and thus sub- 
ject to the city’s rent-control law). He claims to 
have resigned from his law firm in March (al- 
though at press time he hadn’t agreed to disclose a 
full list of the firm’s clients, the fees they paid and 
the work the firm did for them). 

One thing, however, is quite clear: Petris has lost 
touch with his constituency. It may be too late to 
stop SB 912 — even opponents like Assemblyman 
Tom Bates say the best they can hope to do is water 
it down with a few amendments. But it’s high time 
for East Bay voters to tell their state senator that 
the last thing they want or need is another ally of 
the real estate industry representing them in Sacra- 
mento. If Nick Petris can no longer defend the in- 
terests of one of California’s most progressive 
districts, then it’s time for someone else to take 
over the job. 


Making the live/work law work 


miracles from a bill sponsored by Supervisor 

Bill Maher. The best we could hope would 
come out of San Francisco’s pioneering 1988 live/ 
work ordinance was some reduction in the loss of 
low-cost housing for artists and some decline in the 
number of artists who have fled the city because of 
intolerably high rents. 

But a year after it won approval, the law has 
turned out to have some serious loopholes that 
threaten to undermine even the most modest as- 
pirations of its backers. The Board of Supervisors 
needs to act quickly to ensure that an ordinance 
that was supposed to help local artists doesn’t drive 
away more of the city’s dwindling artist population. 

For most of the past 20 years, San Francisco has 
done almost nothing to protect the artistic heritage 
that made this one of the world’s great cities. In- 
stead, city officials have used every tool at their com- 
mand to destroy low-cost artists housing through 
eviction and ‘‘redevelopment’’ (in the case of the 
Goodman Building, among others) or through code- 
enforcement crackdowns that required artists or 
their landlords to spend huge amounts of money to 
bring live/work space up to essentially the same 
standards as new ultramodern apartments. 

In theory, the live/work law was a considerable 
improvement. For the first time, it gave official 
blessing to something that had been going on for 
years: The use of warehouse space, often in com- 
mercial districts, for studios that provided artists a 


L=. BE HONEST: We never expected 
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place to live and work. The law relaxed some of the 
strict city codes that had made it almost impossible 
for the owners of empty or underused commercial 
buildings to convert their property to live/work 
space at a price that was not completely out of reach. 

But in practice, as Carter Harris reveals in a story 
on page 8, the law has a serious drawback: It 
potentially allows almost all new live/work space 
to be exempted from rent control. 

The 1979 Rent Stabilization Ordinance specifi- 
cally exempts new housing (built after the law took 
effect) from rent control. If a developer buys a 
commercial building that has never been used for 
housing and turns it into artist live/work space, 
that space is automatically exempt. 

But many of the buildings likely to fall under the 
new live/work law have been occupied, albeit il- 
legally, for many years, and the Rent Board ruled in 
1986 that those buildings are still subject to rent 
control. The problem is, the law contains another 
loophole. A landlord who can claim to have spent 
more than 50 percent of the assessed value of the 
building on renovation qualifies for a full exemp- 
tion from rent control and we fear a lot of live/ 
work buildings will fall into that category. 

The supervisors can solve the problem easily: An 
amendment that eliminates or restricts the ‘‘sub- 
stantial rehabilitation’? loophole for live/work 
would be a good start. It might even send a signal 
that San Francisco is trying once again to be a city 
that welcomes and encourages local artists.

Algae or not algae? The mail 
here at the Bay Guardian last 
Friday contained the latest 
evidence that we don't know 
half of what we think we know 
— and the people who think 
they know more usually know 
léss. It was a well-intentioned 
release from the Council of 
Better Business Bureaus and 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion warning about the 
“quacks” and “‘health fraud 
artists”’ trying to make a buck 
off people infected with the 
HIV virus. 

The problem is real enough, 
but at the top of the list of 
“bizarre” treatments — “‘lim- 
ited only by the imaginations of 
the con artists," — was ‘‘blue- 
green algae (‘pond scum’) sell- 
ing for $20 a bottle.” Blue- 
green algae has been touted 
since early in the epidemic by 
psychics, many of whom claim 
to be channeling beings from 
other planes of existence. 
Those beings just happened to 
hit on blue-green algae as a 
possible AIDS treatment. 

The twist to this whole tale 
is that Aug. 18th, the same 
day this pamphlet appeared in 
our mailbox, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, on page E18, 
published a New York Times 
article that began: 

“Several chemicals deriv- 
ed from blue-green algae 
have been found to be 
‘remarkably active’ against 
the AIDS virus in test-tube ex- 
periments, federal scientists 
reported this week. 

“Although the chemicals 
are far from being tested in 
humans, the discovery is im- 
portant because it identifies an 
entirely new class of chemi- 
cals that can be studied for ef- 
fectiveness against AIDS.”

SF’S LIVE/WORK 
LAW FLAWED BY 
LACK OF RENT 
CONTROLS 


IN OCTOBER 1988, Jim Thompson, 27, 
came to San Francisco to pursue his paint- 
ing career. He heard that San Francisco 
had just passed the first comprehensive 
law in the United States that enabled art- 
ists to move into spaces where they could 
both live and work legally. 

At the time, Susana Montana, a city 
planner who worked on the ordinance, 
told the Bay Guardian the live/work pro- 
posal was designed to preserve San Fran- 
cisco’s arts community and to stem the 
tide of artists moving to the East Bay to 
escape the city’s rising real estate prices. 

Almost a year later, Thompson lives in 
Emeryville. ‘‘It was just too complicated 
to find space where I could live and work 
in SF, so I moved to the East Bay,’’ he 
told the Bay Guardian. 

Thompson put his faith in a live/work or- 
dinance that now appears to be seriously 
flawed. Rather than protecting artists from 
spiraling rents, the law could wind up being 
a tool for landlords to escape rent control. 

The ordinance, signed by Mayor Art 
Agnos last September, changed zoning 
laws to make live/work space permissible in 
commercial and manufacturing zones of the 
city. In residential zones, only existing com- 
mercial structures could be converted. The 
ordinance also eased building code require- 
ments, enabling developers to renovate old 
commercial structures more cheaply. 

When the live/work legislation was in- 
troduced, Supervisor Bill Maher, one of its 
sponsors, wanted to exempt all live/work 
space from rent control, but under pres- 
sure from the arts community, he with- 
drew that proposal. As a result, the deci- 
sion on whether new live/work spaces 
would be covered by rent control was left 
to the Rent Board. 

According to the 1979 Rent Ordinance, 
any building constructed after 1979 is not 
subject to the rent ordinance, and the Rent 
Board has ruled that all live/work prop- 
erty constructed after that date — as well 
as any redeveloped building that no 
one has lived in since 1979 — is not subject 
to rent control. 

The Rent Board does consider live/work 
space lived in before 1979 to be covered by 
rent control. The official Rent Board 
statement, adopted in January 1984, also 
states that both legally and illegally oc- 
cupied spaces are subject to the rent- 
control ordinance ‘‘whether used for com- 
mercial purposes or not,”’ provided that a 
tenant lives there. 

That means any pre-existing live/work 
space and any potential live-work space that 
was used solely for commercial purposes a 
decade ago is not subject to rent control. 

In the case of 601 Minnesota Lofts, one 
of the pioneer projects made possible 
under the live/work ordinance, a loophole 
may have emerged to allow landlords an 
additional exemption from rent control. 
Minnesota Lofts was lived in illegally 
before 1979, but.on July 31st, the Rent 
Board exempted the building from rent 
control on “‘substantial rehabilitation.’’ 

In order to gain a rent-control exemp- 
tion based on substantial rehabilitation, a 
landlord must satisfy three requirements, 
according to the Rent Ordinance. First, 
the property in question must be at least 50 


years old. Second, the property must be 
condemned by the city. Third, the money 
spent bringing the building back up to 
code must equal at least 50 percent of 

the current assessed value of the property. 

Jeffrey Louden, a lawyer and hearing 

officer at the Rent Board, told the Guard- 
an ‘‘the purpose of the sub rehab provi- 
sion was to provide incentive to fix up 
buildings beyond repair, as in the case of 
those gutted by fires.’ He said the 
provision was not designed with the 
live/work space in mind. ‘‘There should 
be a provision that would exclude monies 
spent converting properties to live/work 
space from being considered substantial 
rehabilitation,’’ he said. 

Minnesota Lofts Associates purchased 
601 Minnesota in 1986 for $945,000. At 
the time, 24 tenants lived there who were 
engaged in various art activities from 
cabinet making to oil painting. The prop- 
erty came with a notice of violation of 46 
municipal building codes and was con- 
sidered unsafe for residential occupancy. 

In the following two years, according to 
Rent Board documents, MLA spent #4 mil- 
lion dollars ($1 million went toward bring- 
ing the building up to code) to convert this 
former aircraft tire factory. Few of the 
tenants could afford to move back in. 
Only six of the original tenants still reside 
there, and rents have skyrocketed from as 
low as $250 a month before renovation to 
more than $1,000. 

When the Bay Guardian asked real 
estate developer Roxanne Mankin of 
Minnesota Lofts Associates about the ex- 
emption of 601 Minnesota from the rent- 
control ordinance, she said it had nothing 
to do with live/work legislation. When we 
called back to make further inquiries, her 
secretary said that she suddenly had to 
leave town until September. 

Michael Bell, head of Visual Art Access, 
a company that counsels artists on man- 
agement problems, told the Bay Guardian 
that without some rent-control provision 
in the live/work legislation, there is 
nothing to prevent artists from being 
forced out of their living environment 
again and again by high rents. ‘‘Without 
rent control, the legislation only benefits 
developers, not artists,’’ he said. 

Sitting comfortably in his Emeryville 
loft, Thompson said, ‘‘Rents in San Fran- 
cisco are high enough. If this new legisla- 
tion does nothing to control them, then it 
doesn’t do artists any good.”’

CNFA JOINS 
FIGHT AGAINST 
LEGISLATIVE 
SECRECY 


THE CALIFORNIA Newspaper Publishers 
Association belatedly joined the battle 
against legislative secrecy last weekend. 

At an Aug. 17th-19th meeting at the 
Northstar Village resort in Truckee, the 
CNPA board of directors instructed its 
general manager and general counsel, 
Michael B. Dorais, to lobby the state 
Assembly to comply with the Brown Act, 
a state law that requires other government 
agencies to meet in public unless the topic 
of discussion is specifically exempted. 

“Tt was recommended by the Govern- 
mental Affairs Committee that Mike ap- 
pear at a hearing of the Assembly Ethics

Committee and urge the Legislature adopt 
open-meetings rules for its own sessions 
and proceedings in conformity with the 
Brown Act,” said Terry Francke, the 
CNPA legal counsel who also serves as 
board secretary. 

Mort Levine, a member. of the committee 
and publisher of the Country Almanac in 
Menlo Park, told the Bay Guardian 
the purpose of the resolution was 
to get CNPA on record as opposing legisla- 
tive secrecy and to urge Dorais to lobby for 
more restrictions on closed sessions. 

Dorais’s first lobbying opportunity 
came Aug. 22nd when the Assembly Select 
Committee on Ethics held a hearing on a 
proposed package of ethics reforms. The 
package does not include restrictions on 
executive sessions. 

The current furor over executive ses- 
sions began in April when the San Jose 
Mercury News revealed that the Assembly 
had met in executive session to discuss the 
newspaper’s requests for legislators’ driving 
records. On May 17th, the Los Angeles 
Times revealed that the Senate and Assem- 
bly rules committees had met secretly 93 
times in 2% years to to vote lawmakers 
more than $1 million in additional benefits. 

Since then, legislative secrecy has been 
assailed in dozens of newspaper and mag- 
azine articles and in resolutions by many 
of the state’s media organizations, in- 
cluding the Central and Northern Cali- 
fornia chapters of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists, the California Society 
of Newspaper Editors and the California 
First Amendment Coalition. Until now, 
CNPA, one of two media‘organizations in 
California with a paid lobbyist, has been a 
notable exception, refusing to go on 
record or lobby against the new round of 


legislative secrecy. — Craig McLaughlin 


OA MERGER: 
HE NEWEST 
CRAP GAME IN 

LAS VEGAS 


LAS VEGAS is a town that will place odds 
on just about anything, but few local resi- 
dents seem willing to bet against the pro- 
posed merger of the city’s two newspapers. 

“‘T can’t imagine that this wouldn’t go 
through,’’ Robert Smith, a race and sport 
bookmaker at the Frontier Casino, told 
the Bay Guardian. ‘“‘It seems like the ad- 
ministration, at least under Reagan, is ap- 
proving everyone of these.” 

The Justice Department announced 
Aug. 10th that the Sun and the Review- 
Journal had applied for a joint operating 
agreement under the 1970 Newspaper 
Preservation Act. To win Justice Depart- 
ment approval, the two papers must prove 
that the Sun is a “‘failing newspaper.”’ 

Under the terms of the proposed 50-year 
agreement, the commercial and printing 
operations of both papers would be han- 
dled by the R-J, but the papers would 
maintain separate newsrooms. Ninety per- 
cent of the operating profits would go to 
the R-J. 

According to the JOA application, the 
Sun has not made money since 1981 and 
the Greenspun family, which owns the 
paper, has borrowed $10.7 million to keep 
it afloat. In order to convince the R-J to 
enter into the JOA, the Greenspuns 
sweetened the pot with $20 million worth 


of cable television properties. 

The R-J, with daily circulation of 
121,321 in 1988, is part of the Donrey 
Media Group chain. The family-owned 
Sun had a 1988 daily circulation of 50,515. 

Their was some spéculation among media 
watchers that the proposed merger was 
made possible by the death July 22nd of the 
feisty and extremely independent Sun 
Publisher Hank Greenspun. That claim has 
been denied by Hank Greenspun’s son, 
Brian, but Hank Greenspun’s death and 
the JOA, nonetheless, mark the passing of 
an era in Las Vegas journalism. 

The Las Vegas JOA proposal is the first 
such proposal submitted in the wake of 
a July 20th congressional hearing on the 
Newspaper Preservation Act. Several 
panelists at that hearing, including Bay 
Guardian Editor and Publisher Bruce B. 
Brugmann, called for a complete repeal of 
the NPA, and there has been some specula- 
tion among JOA watchers that that there 
will soon be a flurry of JOA applications by 
companies anticipating a change in the law. 

Many of the press organizations that op- 
posed JOA’s before Congress have also op- 
posed the Las Vegas application, including 
the Association of Alternative Newsweek- 
lies and the Committee for a Free and In- 
dependent Press in California. The Na- 
tional Newspaper Association has called on 
the Justice Department to hold hearings in 
Las Vegas on the JOA application. 

‘*We hate to see a Greenspun paper fail, 
but better a paper fail and others given a 
chance than to find yet another big Ameri- 
can city hermetically sealed by government- 
licensed journalism for 50 years,’’ said 
Brugmann, who is president of AAN and 
chair of CFIP. ‘‘Daily publishers have got 
to learn they must compete on occasion in 
the free enterprise system, just like virtually 
every other business in the country.’’ 

According to Robert Picard, an expert 
on joint operating agreements who testi- 
fied July 20th, the Las Vegas JOA prob- 
ably would not be affected by most of the 
less radical changes now being considered 
by Congress. Short of rescinding the act, 
the only change likely to affect the Sun 
might be a requirement that the Sun seek a 
buyer before entering into a JOA, said 
Picard, who is director of the Communica- 
tions Industries Management Program at 
Emerson College in Boston.

FRESNO AIR 
PIRATE TAKES ON 
THE FCC 


ON MONDAY, Aug. 14th at 1:30 pm, 
Federal Communications Commission 
agents made a routine bust of Zoom Black 
Magic, an unlicensed FM radio station 
operating out of a ten-foot trailer in Fresno. 

The agency shuts down a couple of 
pirate radio operators a year in Northern 
California, most of them radio hackers ex- 
perimenting with technology on the air- 
waves. But Walter H. Dunn Jr., the 
“Black Rose’’ of Fresno radio, isn’t such a 
typical case. He says he’s trying to provide 
the Central Valley with a much-needed 
voice for the black community — and he 
doesn’t believe the FCC has the right to 
regulate it.

“*There is a need for black radio in the 
Valley,’’ Dunn told the Bay Guardian, 
‘and the FCC has been instrumental in 
shutting out blacks from the airwaves.” 

Moreover, Dunn contends that the very 
nature of the FCC licensing process 
jeopardizes his constitutional rights. ‘‘In 
order to comply, one must give up the in- 
alienable right to freedom of speech as is 
protected by the U.S. Constitution’s First 
Amendment,”’’ Dunn said in a statement 
that he delivered in a press conference in 
front of the FCC’s San Francisco offices 
Aug. 17th. 

“‘T remind you of the Miranda ruling. 
Where rights are involved there can be no 
rule-making, such as codes or legislation 
that would abrogate them. No American 
citizen should be forced to surrender any 
inalienable constitutionally protected 
rights,’’ Dunn said. 

“That argument is specious on its face,”’ 
said S. Marti-Volkoff, the FCC engineer in 
charge of Dunn’s case. ‘‘If anyone could 
just broadcast on any channel, it would be 
total chaos on the airwaves.” 

Peter Franck, former president of the 
Pacifica Foundation and the chairman 
of the National Lawyers Guild 
Committee on Media Monopoly, Disinfor- 
mation and the First Amendment, told the 
Bay Guardian that, although he was not 
familiar with the case, there was a lot of 
truth in what Dunn was saying. 

“The First Amendment is not properly 
interpreted by the current FCC,’’ Franck 
said. ‘‘It was designed to ensure that 
there was diversity of thought and expres- 
sion available to the public. In that way, 
he’s upholding the high tradition of the 
First Amendment.”’ 

This isn’t the first time Dunn has tan- 
gled with the FCC. On Jan. 22, 1987, 
agents shut down Dunn’s station and con- 
fiscated his equipment, but no criminal 
charges were filed. Shortly thereafter 
Dunn resumed broadcasting from the 
same trailer in west Fresno. 
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Marti-Volkoff explained that it took 2/2 
years to shut the station down again 
because of the sporadic nature of Zoom 
Black Magic’s broadcast. ‘“‘We would hear 
it broadcast occasionally when we were up 
in that area, but were never sure exactly 
when. Eventually we found enough week- 
end activity to confirm that he was 
operating on a specific frequency.”” 

In addition to playing black pop music, 
Dunn said the station, operating on 100.5 
FM, provided an ‘‘open mike to the 
international community,’’ broadcasting 
church services, discussions of com- 
munity affairs and occasional shows in 
foreign languages. 

Marti-Volkoff told the Bay Guardian 
that in order to apply for an FCC license, a 
station must pay approximately $2,000 and 
prove that it has sufficient technical knowl- 
edge, equipment and financial backing, and 
must fit into the FCC’s national allocation 
system. No consideration is made of the 
public service or community broadcasting a 
station provides. ‘“The commission has 
taken a marketplace approach, and a sta- 
tion can pretty much do anything it wants 
to make a profit,”’ he said. 

For a station like Zoom Black Magic, 
run solely by volunteers and broadcast 
from homemade equipment, FCC licensing 
would be a little tougher. The FCC must 
test the transmitter to make sure it isn’t in- 
terfering with other stations or FAA com- 
munications — and that would require 
sending engineering materials to an FCC 
lab. 

Dunn told the Bay Guardian he wants 
to sit down with the FCC and discuss his 
rights as a broadcaster, but Marti-Volkoff 
said his office had not yet been contacted. 

In the meantime, Dunn’s equipment has 
been seized as evidence, and the commis- 
sion is preparing an investigative report for 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office in Fresno. 
Should the U.S. Attorney decide to pros- 
ecute, Dunn could be charged with a mis- 
demeanor and face a $100,000 fine or a 
year in prison.

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DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Diablo Canyon: It’s the 
disaster that won't die, and 
this week it raised its ugly 
head once again. According to 
the consumer group Toward 
Utility Rate Normalization, 
Pacific Gas & Electric is trying 
to double-bill ratepayers for 
$54 million worth of the 
plant's operating costs. 

This project has been ab- 
solute lunacy from the start. 
PG&E decided to build a 
nuclear power plant it didn't 
need, ignored or covered up 
the fact that the plant was 
situated within five miles of an 
earthquake fault, then built part 
of one reactor backward. The 
plant was projected to cost 
$364 million, but after 17 years 
of construction, the cost 
escalated to $5.6 billion. That's 
a 1,452 percent overrun. 

The California Public Util- 
ities Commission Division of 
Ratepayer Advocates wanted 
the utility to pay for $4.4 billion 
in cost overruns attributable to 
blunders and mismanagement, 
but PG&E called in a politically 
well-connected Los Angeles 
law firm that makes hefty cam- 
paign contributions and cut a 
back-room deal with John Van 
de Kamp, the attorney general 
who needs money and support 
for his gubernatorial bid. 

The deal essentially unregu- 
lated Diablo Canyon and left 
the company holding the bag 
for only $1 billion of its over- 
runs. If the plant runs at high 
efficiency, rather than the 58 
percent of capacity projected 
by the CPUC, ratepayers could 
foot the entire bill. 

In fact, the plant has been 
running at more than 90 per- 
cent capacity. Largely 
because of Diablo, PG&E 
reported second-quarter prof- 
its this year rose by 61 percent 
— from $146.5 million to 
$236.2 million. 

But that apparently isn't 
enough for PG&E. TURN has 
charged PG&E with failing to 
identify fully the costs of 
operating Diablo and remove 
them from its pending rate- 
hike request before the CPUC. 
lf true, that would mean that 
some of the costs — $54 mil- 
lion, by TURN’s estimate — 
are being charged twice, since 
they've been figured into both 
the deregulated Diablo settle- 
ment and the regulated 
general rate case. It’s a 
classic case of wanting to 
have your cake and eat it, too. 

TURN also says $1 million 
worth of research and develop- 
ment projects included in the 
general rate base are probably 
intended to benefit Diablo. 

PG&E estimates of Diablo 
administrative costs, accord- 
ing to TURN, are based on a 
report prepared by informal in- 
terviews with department 
heads in 1984, before the 
plant was even operational. 
And furthermore, PG&E 
doesn't have the notes to back 
up the study, which it claims 
contains current information. 

PG&E has asked the CPUC 
to approve a $574 million rate 
increase that would result in a 
9.7 increase in gas and electric 
rates. Residential users would 
bear more of the increase than 
commercial users.

The aquarium that won’t die 
A NOT-SO-DISTANT early warning alert 
for foes of the plan to build a glitzy new 
aquarium at Fisherman’s Wharf: The de- 
velopers will be back before a Bay Conser- 
vation and Development Commission 
panel Sept. 11th to seek approval of a 
modified design proposal. 

The BCDC’s Design Review Board unan- 
imously rejected the aquarium plans 
Aug. 7th, dealing the project a major set- 
back and casting its future into doubt. But 
the developers, Questar of New Zealand 
and Pier 39 Limited Partners, owned 
largely by Robert Bass of Texas, have the 
right to come back with a revised design 
and see if the board will accept it. 

The members of the Design Review 
Board had serious problems with the size 
and location of the aquarium, and it’s like- 
ly that the developers will have to come up 
with some major modifications if they 
want the board to turn around. It’s hard 
to imagine that the aquarium architects 
have done much of a substantial overhaul 
in the two weeks since the board rejected 
the plans, but the revised drawings must be 
filed and made available for public inspec- 
tion at the BCDC office by Aug. 28th. 

The review board is slated to consider 
the revisions at 6:30 pm, 30 Van Ness, SF. 
The meeting is open to the public. Info.: 
557-3186 (BCDC). 


Waiting for Wendy 

THE ART Agnos/Harry Britt vacancy con- 
trol package is on hold (again) until late 
September. The problem: finding a time 
when Supervisor Wendy Nelder will agree 
to show up for a Land Use Committee 
meeting so the measure can be sent to the 
full board. 

The last time the measure was before 
Land Use, several weeks ago, Nelder didn’t 
show up. Insiders said she was angry at 
Britt and Agnos because the two had held a 
press conference to announce the introduc- 
tion of the legislation — and had said they 
had six votes lined up to pass it — without 
first consulting Nelder, who presumably 
was one of the six. Nelder has always sup- 
ported vacancy control, and she later said 
she hadn’t changed her overall stance, 
although she wanted to review the actual 
legislation before taking a position on it. 

Nelder plays a particularly important 
tole. The Land Use Committee has three 
members — Chair Doris Ward, Nelder and 
Terence Hallinan — and since Hallinan is 
ineligible to vote on the issue because of an 
alleged conflict of interest, Nelder is needed 
for a quorum. 

Land Use meets the fourth Tuesday of 
every month, and Nelder apparently can’t 
make it Aug. 29th. That means the next 
date would be Sept. 26th — and City Hall 
sources say Nelder doesn’t like that date, 
either. Best bet: Wendy demands a special 
meeting (possibly Sept. 28th) — and then, 
her point made, goes ahead and votes for 
the bill. Stay tuned. 


._The Candlestick lease battle 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Recreation and 
Parks Commission has approved Mayor 
Agnos’s proposal to amend the Giants’ 
lease at Candlestick Park so that Bob 
Lurie could pull his team out almost im- 
mediately if the voters reject the latest 
downtown stadium plan. Agnos says it’s 
only fair that Lurie not be stuck here for 
another five years if the city isn’t going to 
build him a new ballpark. Opponents of

the plan say it’s electoral blackmail: Lurie 
can now threaten to move as soon as next 
year if the stadium doesn’t pass. 

The lease amendment now must be ap- 
proved by the Board of Supervisors, where 
it could quickly become a symbol for the 
entire stadium plan. Agnos will be lobby- 
ing fast and furious, and foes of the ball- 
park will no doubt be doing the same. The 
first test should come at the Finance Com- 
mittee. Under normal procedure, Finance 
would consider the amendments three 
weeks after they arrive at the board for 
referral, which would probably put the 
matter on the calendar for Sept. 20th. But 
the committee chair, Supervisor Nancy 
Walker, can schedule it earlier at her discre- 
tion. Info.: 554-5184 (clerk of the board). 


The life of Reilly 


THE HYPE over Dianne Feinstein’s spat 
with Clint Reilly, her former campaign 
manager, has been worthy of a celebrity 
divorce: Front-page stories in both dailies, 
and even a picture (of Reilly) in the Ex. 
(Feinstein’s photo was relegated to the jump 
page — she is, after all, only the candidate.) 

A few cynics were particularly amused 
at the fawning quotes from political ob- 
servers all over the state who noted that 
the loss of Reilly’s services was a major 
blow to the former mayor’s gubernatorial 
campaign. The Ex even called Reilly one of 
the ‘‘Rolls-Royces of political consultants.”’ 

If we’re talking cost, that’s easily defen- 
sible — Reilly doesn’t come cheap. But 
think about it for a minute: In politics, 
you’re only as good as your last campaign, 
right? When is the last time Reilly has ac- 
tually won a tough election? And what 
other political consultant in California has 
ever spent $80 million on a campaign 
against an underfunded grassroots con- 
sumer initiative — and lost? 


Planes, trains and buses 


THE METROPOLITAN Transportation 
Commission, one of the most powerful 
and least well-known agencies in the Bay 
Area, is preparing to decide how to spend 
hundreds of million of dollars in state and 
federal transportation money over the next 
five years. It’s a crucial decision: The Bay 
Area has not been complying fully with 
federal air pollution standards, and the 
MTC has to help figure out how state and 
local government agencies should reduce 
vehicle emissions. 

Some of us die-hard malcontents, of 
course, think the answer is to stop building 
highways altogether, pour new money into 
mass transit and look for ways to control 
regional development (by making devel- 
opers pay for transit; for example). The 
MTC has never gone quite that far in the 
past, but the extent to which the upcoming 
five-year plan will focus on mass transit 
and away from road and highway con- 
struction could have important impacts on 
the quality of air (and the quality of life) in 
the Bay Area for some time to come. 

The MTC will hold a public hearing on 
regional transportation priorities Aug. 
25th, at 9:15 am (gasp) in the MetroCenter 
Auditorium, 101 Eighth St., Oakl. Copies of 
the MTC’s draft 1990-1994 Transportation 
Improvement Program are available at 
most major local libraries.

on thirtysomething. It’s not surprising that he took out 

the garbage — he’s the nice, sensitive 80s husband guy, 
which is why I hate him — but I noticed that he took out two 
whole plastic trash bags full. 

Now, that’s a lot of garbage for one episode. 

What I didn’t see was Michael taking out the recycling, 
sorting his cans and bottles and newspapers. Nor did I see 
Hope composting any of the leftovers after dinner. Explain 
to me why Hope — who is sanctimonious, which is why I 
hate her — lectures to everyone about everything, but 
doesn’t compost her leftovers? With a little effort and con- 
science, she and Michael and that kid of theirs (who probably 
still wears plastic disposable diapers) could bring their trash 
way down from two bags a week. 

In that recent episode, Hope even made some sarcastic 
comments about the environment to Ellyn, who was whining 
about how her relationships never work out, how only swans 
mate for life. ‘‘So dolphins are getting killed by toxic waste, 
there’s no apples in apple juice, what do you want me to do 
about it?’’ Hope responds. Hope has the typical thirtysome- 
thing attitude that the world outside her happy nest is kind of 
caving in, but there’s nothing she can really do about it. 

Well, she could recycle. 

Ellyn at least saves water by taking baths with Woodman. 
But other than that, the wastesomething yups eat meat, buy 
soap that isn’t biodegradable, ride around alone in their cars 
and ignore all the toxics in their lives. 

The Environmental Media Association is going to have a 
word with thirtysomething’s writers, to see if they can’t 
squeeze in an environmental message occasionally. 

The EMA is anew group of Hollywood heavyweights who 
have decided that environmentalism is hip, and are trying to 
get the entertainment industry to use its considerable powers 
of persuasion to help people realize that all of us out here in 
TV-land are poisoning ourselves and our planet. 

The idea came about when Lyn Lear (Norman’s wife) and 
Cindy Horn (co-founder of Castle Rock entertainment) were 
pregnant at the same time and started wondering about 
where all those disposable diapers went. A little research 
opened the door to ensuing discussions about other en- 
vironmental threats. Then they invited a few of their close 
friends — like Robert Redford, Barbra Streisand, GTG pres- 
ident Grant Tinker, Disney chief Michael Eisner, Columbia 
Pictures TV chairman Gary Lieberthal, Creative Artists 
Agency head Michael Ovitz — to start a group to raise con- 
sciousness about the destruction of the environment through 
TV shows and movies. 

EMA Executive Director Lauren McMahan (who formerly 
worked as executive director of El Rescate, a Los Angeles 
organization that works with El Salvador refugees) says the 
nonprofit group wants to work as a kind of clearinghouse, 
providing information about the environment to the entertain- 
ment industry. ‘“We’ll give environmental groups access to 
writers, producers and directors that they never had before.” 

McMahan adds that industry people are interested in mak- 
ing a contribution to the cause by incorporating little en- 
vironmental messages into TV and films. They’ve already 
put a few of these messages across. On Murphy Brown, 
Murphy’s housepainter tells her they shouldn’t drink coffee 
out of plastic cups because they aren’t biodegradable. On 
Family Ties, Jennifer gets depressed over the deteriorating 
environment. EMA is working to get TV cops to stop drink- 
ing out of styrofoam, and to make other characters turn out 
the lights, conserve water and recycle their trash. 

This sounds like a step in the right direction, but it’s small 
stuff when you consider the enormity of the environmental 
problem and what it will take, consciousness-wise, to make a 
healthy difference. It also may not be cynical to suggest that 
these corporate heavies are doing a little clean PR to hide their

own lumber companies? Have interests in oil companies? 

Gar Smith, editor of Earth Island Journal, wonders if this 
EMA strategy will be effective in the long run. “‘It’s all to the 
good,”’’ he says, ‘‘but it would be nice to see a sitcom where 
someone didn’t just talk about recycling once, but routinely 
recycles glasses, bottles and papers instead of routinely get- 
ting into the family car.’” 

Smith was happily surprised recently, however, when he 
went to see the movie Lethal Weapon 2, in which one of the 
characters in the opening scene was wearing an Earth Island 
T-shirt. Later, when the Danny Glover character bit into a 
tuna sandwich, he got flak from his friend about how dol- 
phins are being killed. It turned out that the director of the 
film, Richard Donner, had read Earth Island Journal and 
wrote those bits into the movie. ‘‘A lot of people were calling 
the office after they’d seen the film, wanting to know more 
about the dolphin campaign,’’ Smith says. 

Hollywood seems interested in other environmental is- 
sues, such as saving the rain forests. There was a big bidding 
war over who was going to make a film about Chico Mendes, 
the Brazilian leader of the rubber tappers’ union and rain- 
forest activist who was killed last December. Robert 
Redford, Warner Bros., Paramount and 20th Century Fox 
all tried to get the film rights. 

But Mendes’ widow, Ilzamar, was suspicious, according to 
Smith. ‘‘What did you have to do with this movement and 
with Chico Mendes before 22 December, 1988?’’ she asked 
them, finally giving the film rights to a Brazilian film company. 

Smith notes that the media seems to have an especially 
macabre interest in making films about dead environmen- 
talists, from Si/kwood to Gorillas in the Mist to this Mendes 
film. ‘‘Why don’t they make films about these people and 
their struggles while they’re still alive?’’ he wonders. 

And why don’t they start making serious films about the 
environment while we’re all still alive? 


AND WHAT ABOUT THIS: The Hearst Corporation has 
come up with a new idea to exploit eager young students who 
are hungry to enter the advertising and publishing fields. 
Hearst is the corporate sponsor for the American Advertis- 
ing Federation’s national student advertising competition to 
come up with the best idea for a new magazine. 

The rules of the game? Student members of the AAF must 
examine a magazine market, discover a niche for a new mag- 
azine, identify potential advertisers, develop marketing, ad- 
vertising and business plans for the new magazine and then 
design and develop the editorial content. 

This will be big-time competition, as 130 teams vie to get 
into nationals, to finally be one of 15 teams to pitch their 
magazine ideas to a board of Hearst judges. The winners 
won’t get any money, says AAF director of education services 
Karen Seielstad, ‘‘only recognition and trophies.’’ Maybe 
they’ll get a free subscription, too, when the idea hits the 
stands. But not a cut: the rules note that all materials submit- 
ted will become exclusive property of the Hearst Empire, 
which has the option to use any or all of the students recom- 
mendations at its will. 

Hearst, according to Seielstad, put up about $100,000 for 
the contest. In return, the company becomes the sole owner 
of 130 fresh new ideas for magazines. Not a bad price, when 
you consider that top magazine consultants make thousands 
an hour. 

So, here’s one idea. For the market, target educated Bay 
Area readers who are dying to read some good magazine 
journalism. Have a few opening columns and shorts, and 
lead into a big feature well, with room for two or three juicy 
long stories. Pay writers enough to attract sharp, in- 
vestigative freelancers. Hire Susan Brenneman away from 
the Los Angeles Times magazine and make her editor. Then 
get a few top Bay Area editors, maybe from Mother Jones or 
Hippocrates, on staff. Then put it in the Sunday Ex/Chron 
and call it something flashy, like, well. . . Jmage. 
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Brad Paul’s burden 





San Francisco's newest deputy mayor has one of the toughest jobs in town — turning around a 
housing crisis that stems from decades of failed housing policies. A Bay Guardian interview

HEN MAYOR AGNOS 
appointed Brad Paul as 
his deputy mayor for 
housing during June, 
community activists 
who had worked with Paul for the past 
15 years were generally delighted. 
There was only one drawback, they 
said: While the Mayor’s Office gained 
an experienced, committed policy- 
maker, the neighborhoods lost one of 
their most effective political agitators. 

Since he arrived in San Francisco in 
1974, Paul has been on the front lines of 
the battle against gentrification and 
overdevelopment. As a tenant of the 
Goodman Building in the early 1970s, 
he helped lead one of the first pivotal 
battles to preserve artist live/work 
housing in San Francisco. As director 
of the North of Market Planning Coali- 
tion a few years later, he helped organ- 
ize the Tenderloin neighborhood 
against creeping Manhattanization 
from downtown. After living for sev- 
eral years in a residential hotel, he 
became one of the foremost advocates 
of residential-hotel preservation 
and development. 

And always, he has worked in a low- 
key, quiet way that impressed community 
activists, merchants, city officials and 
even big busineses and developers. 

Paul is one of Agnos’s best appoint- 
ments. He also has one of the worst jobs 


in town. San Francisco’s housing sit- 
uation can only be called a crisis, and it’s 
hard to imagine how anyone, even Brad 
Paul, can begin to turn things around. 
In a recent Bay Guardian interview, 
Paul discussed some of the major chal- 
lenges he faces — and, in his usual 
calm, straightforward fashion, out- 
lined how he plans to reverse decades of 
failed city housing policies. For an ad- 
ministration that has been rather short 
on major policy successes, that would 
be quite an accomplishment indeed. 


Tim Redmond: Brad, you have a 
tough job on your hands. Even the 
Mayor’s Office reports say the housing 
situation in the city is not very good. If I 
had to describe the state of the market 
in a singe word, I’d probably say it’s 
bleak. From where you sit, what does it 
look like? What are you up against? 
Brad Paul: The problems fall into two 
categories. One is how do we produce 
more affordable housing. That means 
new projects, like Plaza West, where 
we’re going to have new townhouse 
apartments, and the Poly High project. 
It also means helping nonprofits buy 
and rehabilitate existing buildings, to 
take them off the speculative market. 
So increasing the supply is one part 
of the equation. The other part, which 
is something I’ve always been in- 
terested in, is preserving the existing 


stock of affordable housing. You can 
build 500 new units this year, and lose 
500 residential hotel rooms, and you 
haven’t accomplished much. I see, 
walking into my job, the challenge as 
not only building new housing but find- 
ing ways to save what we have. That’s 
where legislation like vacancy control 
comes in. 


Even if we pass vacancy control to- 
day, there has been so much turnover in 
the last few years, and rents have gone 
up so much, that I sometimes think 
there’s very little affordable housing 
left to preserve. Is there any data on 
that? Do we know how much afford- 
able housing is left, and where it is? 

I think my answer to that is anec- 
dotal, but in the neighborhoods I know 
really well, which are the Tenderloin, 
Chinatown and North Beach, I know 
of dozens if not hundreds of units that 
are still reasonably priced. They’re not 
as reasonably priced as they were ten 
years ago, but there are landlords out 
there who aren’t trying to gouge people 
on rents, who want to get good tenants 
and have them in there for a long time. 

The argument I hear all the time 
from landlords, and it disturbs me, is 
that the only people who benefit from 
rent control are yuppies. And I ask, 
what is a yuppie? And they say, well, 
architects. Architects are yuppies. 

Well, I just read a statistic a few days 
ago that the average architect in San 


Francisco makes $30,000. And I don’t 
think $30,000 necessarily makes you a 
yuppie. I think rent control in general, 
and vacancy control if we can pass it, 
benefits not only low-income people but 
middle-income people who are having a 
very hard time when new units come on 
the market at $800, $900 a month. 

I think there’s still alot of affordable 
housing in the city to protect, and I 
think that the vacancy control proposal 
that is now before the supervisors is fair 
to those landlords — and there are 
some — who have not raised their rents 
over the years. 


Do we actually know how many 
apartments there are in San Francisco 
that rent for, say, less than $400 a 
month, and where they are? Shouldn’t 
there be some kind of an inventory? 

« Part of the problem is that I believe 
the information exists, but it’s not cen- 
tralized. The Planning Department is 
computerizing its information, and I 
think fairly soon this kind of informa- 
tion will be available. It certainly 
should be. 


Most people would rather not be 
tenants all their lives. When you pay 
rent, it’s gone — you get no equity, 
nothing back. But these days in San 
Francisco, the opportunities for most 
people to own the place where they live 
are very limited. You have to be fairly 
wealthy to own property. One of the 


things the Coalition for Better Housing 
is putting on the ballot is this plan for 
what they call tenancies in common, 
where a group of tenants buy their 
apartments. My reaction is that this is 
just a way to get around the con- 
dominium conversion ordinance, and 
turn more rental housing into condos. 

But a lot of my friends, who are 
usually pro-tenant types, are surpris- 
ingly excited about the idea, because 
they see it as the only way they'll ever be 
able to own their own place. 

You can see danger in it if you 
understand why people do this, what 
the underlying economics ofit is. Build- 
ings in the city of four units or less, 
whether or not the owner lives there, get 
priced on the basis of what the max- 
imum rents for those units would be if 
the owner moved in and the place was 
exempted from rent control. Buildings 
with five, six, seven, eight or nine units, 
the number of people living there has a 
lot to do with what you can sell the 
building for. And what people have 
discovered recently is that you can get 
five or six friends together, and by mov- 
ing in as a group and each person evict- 
ing one of the tenants, you can clear out 
all the low-rent-paying tenants. 

So you take a building that is under- 
priced because those people are living 
there, and you move in there, and you 
voluntarily agree to raise your rents,

and suddenly, the building is worth a 
lot of money. 

The missing piece is that in tenancies 
in common, you can’t sell off the units, 
you can only sell the building if you all 
agree. And maybe out of six people, 
two of them actually want to live in the 
place. The other may four may be in it 
for speculation. So they enter the con- 
do lottery, hoping they’ll hit the lottery 
and in a few years they can sell their 
units off and make a huge profit. 

So what they have now on the ballot 
is a way to avoid having to enter the 
lottery. What we’ll have under this 
new plan is 2,000 conversions a year 
for four years, and unlimited conver- 
sions after that. 


And every one of those is lost from 
the rental housing stock. 
That’s right. 


So let’s take your architect who makes 
$30,000 a year. Ten or 15 years ago, that 
person could very possibly buy a house in 
this city. Now that’s impossible. 

You need a combined income of 
$90,000 a year now to get a loan for a 
medium-priced home. 


So should we just write off the idea 
of home ownership for most people in 
this city? What are the choices? 

The tenancies in common idea, if it 
were done right, isn’t a bad idea. What 
we need to do is put together a group of 
people that involves people from the 
Coalition for Better Housing, the city 
and the tenant and community groups 
and talk about what can we do to allow 
tenancies in common. I haven’t checked 
any of these out with the City 
Attorney’s Office to see if they’re legal 
or not, but let me give you an idea of 
what we’re talking about. 

If in fact someone’s doing this for 
home ownership, you can say that the 
difference between what you pay for 
the unit and what you sell it for is a 
special fee, that goes down each year. 
Years ago, they used to call this an anti- 
speculation tax. 

If you buy a unit for $120,000 and 
you can sell it in a year for $240,000, 
that’s a real incentive to do that purely 
for speculation. So maybe the first 
year, you have to pay back 80 percent 
of that as a fee, and maybe the second 
year it’s 60 or 70 percent, and so on. It’s 
a declining fee, so that if somebody ac- 
tually stays in the place for five or ten 
years, they don’t get penalized. 

It makes sense to put a group of peo- 
ple together to examine these tenancies 
in common and come up with a set of 
rules that allows people to do it for 
legitimate reasons but cuts out the 
speculators who are just doing it to 
make a quick buck at the expense of the 
rental housing stock of the city. 


The real estate market in San Fran- 
cisco has been rising so fast for so many 
years now that in fact a lot of people 
really can buy a building and in a year 
or two turn it over for twice what they 
paid. Some of this is due to federal tax 
laws, and it’s beyond the city’s control, 
but I wonder: Is there a point where 
we’re going to hit the top of the market, 
where the spiral ends, or is it just going 
to keep going up forever — and is there 
anything the city can do about it? 

I’m not sure there’s anything the city 
can do aboit it, because it’s not just a 
small local issue — it’s a national and 
international problem. I think what the 
city can do is put into place protections 
for people who live now in the city. 

Back when I was living in the 
Tenderloin, we used to say that you 
can’t stop gentrification, because it’s 
an economic problem, it’s a problem 
that goes beyond the borders of the 
city. But what you can do is put in place 
Tules that slow it down, that make it 
manageable, and make it a rate of 


change that people can deal with and 
live with. 

I think there are a number of things 
we can do in the city, and I think vacancy 
control is one of them. I think it brings a 
little more certainty to tenants’ lives, 
and homeowners’ lives and real estate 
brokers’ lives. I think we can do things 
to protect the residential hotel stock. 
We can try to build housing that’s truly 
affordable, and I think we can have a 
system where people who want to just 
live there, and not just turn around and 
sell it two years later, will be able to buy 
a home. 

At Poly High, for example, we had 
3,000 people apply for 114 units of 
housing. That shows you that there’s a 
pretty strong demand out there. 


And there’s your problem. You’ve 
got 3,000 people applying for 114 units 
— and if you built 3,000 units, you’d 
have 9,000 people applying for them. 

I think what you’re saying — and it’s 
in the mayor’s affordable housing ac- 
tion plan — is that we really have to step 
up production. The point is, there are 
real people in the city who are getting 
teal houses at Poly High. If we had two 
or three times as many, we’d have two 
or three times as many real families, 
and single mothers with kids, and 
working people in the city, with a roof 
over their heads that they’d feel some 
security about. 

But you’re right: I’m not sure we can 
build enough affordable housing for 
everyone. Which is why we have to do 
what we can to preserve the existing af- 
fordable housing stock, and do what 
we can — not to stop rising real estate 
prices, but to bring them under some 
more manageable control. 

I think that zoning policies are im- 
portant, too, and that’s why the Plan- 
ning Department has a role in all of this. 
If you zone a neighborhood like the 
Tenderloin for highrise commercial use, 
it has a certain effect on what people’s 
expectations are when they buy a piece 
of property in that neighborhood. By re- 
zoning the Tenderloin and Chinatown 
for residential, with a reasonable height 
limit, we took some of the speculative air 
out of those markets. 

The prices didn’t go down but they 
didn’t go up as fast as they did when peo- 
ple thought they could assemble an entire 
block and build a 40-story highrise. And 
those are things the city can do. 


Let’s go back to something we were 
talking about a few minutes ago. It may 
well be that there are hundreds of af- 
fordable apartments in the Tenderloin, 
or North Beach, or Chinatown — but 
try to find one of them. They aren’t ad- 
vertised in the Examiner and Chroni- 
cle, and a lot of people can’t afford to 
hire a real estate agent to help them. 
Where do you go? Should there be 
some kind of a central affordable hous- 
ing clearinghouse? Is the Mayor’s Of- 
fice doing anything about that? 

My personal view is that you can’t 
have a single central place to provide 
that sort of information, because 
nobody will ever be able to get through 
on the phone. There’s so much de- 
mand. What you need is maybe a halfa 
dozen resources like that. 

There are a few that are being started 
Walter Park is starting one (see page 
25). His idea is to help people find af- 
fordable housing but also to help them 
avoid losing the places they have now 
and becoming homeless. So that if 
somebody in the family gets sick, and 
they use up all their savings and this 
month’s rent money is gone, rather 
than being evicted because they miss 
one rent payment and become part of 
the city’s homeless population, which 
costs the city a whole lot of money, you 
have a way to hook those people up 
with one of several funds that are being 
developed to provide emergency loans. 

My advice to people in the meantime 
is, the best way to find good deals is to 
decide what neighborhood you like, 
and walk around and look for signs in 


the windows. My favorite is to go to 
neighborhood grocery stores, and ask 
the grocers if they know of anybody 
who has a place for rent. Because you 
get alot of older families — particularly 
in a place like North Beach — who have 
a unit or two units in the building, and 
they don’t go through the newspapers 
or areal estate broker. Sometimes they 
just go through a sign in the window, or 
they tell the corner grocer. 


Another area that I know you’ve 
been interested in and involved in for 
years is residential hotels and single- 
room occupancy units. Part of the 
reason that there are so many homeless 
people is that there has been such a de- 
crease in the number of SRO units in 
the city — places where you can still live 
if you don’t have the money for three 
months’ deposit, and you don’t have a 
lot of references. You probably know 
better than anyone how many of these 
units we’ve lost over the past ten years 
orso.... 

Thousands. 


Thousands. So what can the city do 
to encourage more residential hotel 
units to be built? I know that people 
who have tried to organize nonprofit 
groups to buy and renovate residential 
hotels have had a terrible time getting 
banks to loan them the money. 

There are two questions, actually. 
How do we get the residential hotels that 
are there currently to continue to 
operate and provide that function. 
There are too few of them now, but 
there are some vacant ones that could 
be brought back into operation. 

San Diego’s received a lot of publicity 
because it is building brand-new 
residential hotels. The concept, if you 
think about it, is that people are willing 
to trade a lower monthly rent in ex- 
change for sharing bathrooms and kit- 
chens. And when you build or rehab, 
one of the biggest expenses is the money 
that goes into the kitchens and bath- 
rooms. So if you’re willing to share, it 
cuts your costs way down. 

The other thing is, if you look at the 
cost per month per room, it’s relatively 
low — it’s doubled in the last ten years, it 
used to be about $165, now it’s about 
$350 to rent a hotel room — but it’s still 
cheaper than a studio apartment and 
you don’t have to put down first- and 
last-month’s rent. 

But if you look at it as a cost per 
square foot, it’s very high. The rent you 
pay in a residential hotel, if you look at 
it per square foot, often rivals luxury 
housing. The reason it isn’t quite as 
profitable as luxury housing is that it 
takes a little better and a little more 
management. But it should be profit- 
able to make money running a well- 
managed residential hotel. You should 
be able to build a new residential hotel, 
be a private operator and make money 
charging a reasonable rent. 


Which means the city ought to be 
able to build residential hotels, charge 
very reasonable rents and run that at no 
cost to the taxpayers. They ought to 
pay for themselves, maybe even bring 
revenue in, and provide a low-cost 
housing service. 

I think what the city would want to 
do first, rather than do it ourselves, is 
help nonprofits do it. In fact, there’s 
one that’s operating right now, that 
just rented up, at Ninth Street and Cle- 
ment. The Chinese Community Hous- 
ing Corporation was given money, in 
part to replace a hotel that was torn 
down when the Bank of Canton built 
its headquarters on Montgomery Street. 
It built a new residential hotel from 
scratch. It’s a fairly small one, it fits in 
the neighborhood, but it’s an SRO, and 
I think it shows that it can be done. 

I don’t think the city would do it right 
now — although at some point in the 


‘future you might get both the Redevel- 


opment Agency and the Housing Au- 
thority interested in the idea. It’s clearly 
ahousing typethat’snotadinosaur.

The Petris paradox 


Whry is one of the state Senate's leading liberals pushing a bill 


that would undermine Berkeley's rent control law?

BILL BY State Senator 

Nick Petris (D-Oakland/ 

Berkeley) that could under- 

mine rent control laws and 

tenants’ rights in San Fran- 

- cisco, Berkeley and numerous other 

cities is quietly working its way through 
the state Legislature. 

The bill, SB 912, has already passed 
the Senate and will be taken up by the 
Assembly Ways and Means Committee 
next week. 

The bill would: 

® Eliminate the only real penalty the 
Berkeley rent board can assess for viola- 
tions of the city’s rent control law, po- 
tentially giving landlords an economic 
incentive to charge illegally high rents 
and otherwise violate the ordinance. 
® Allow tenants instead to seek treble 
damages for rent overcharges — but in 
language so restrictive it may never be 
applied. 
@ Overrule local laws protecting 
subtenants and force cities to comply 
with the looser state laws that allow 
relatively easy subtenant evictions. 

Petris has long been known as one of 





the state Senate’s leading liberals, and 
he has sponsored a number of tenants- 
rights laws. But SB 912 has, in the eyes 
of many Berkeley tenant activists, 
moved Petris much closer to the pro- 
landlord camp that dominates the state 
Legislature — and that could prove a 
major threat to statewide tenants- 
rights legislation in the future. 

In promoting SB 912, Petris has also 
come into direct conflict with some of 
the local politicians who have tradi- 
tionally been his allies — Assemblyman 
Tom Bates, Berkeley Mayor Loni 
Hancock and the majority of the 
Berkeley City Council. Other op- 
ponents include the East Bay Tenants 
Bar Association, Rent Stabilization 
Board Executive Director Joe Brooks 
and, until the death of Florence 
McDonald, a majority of the rent 
board commissioners. 


ERKELEY’S RENT control 
ordinance sets fairly strict 
standards for the amount of 
rent a landlord can charge his 
or her tenants. Whether an 
apartment is occupied or vacant, the 
landlord can only raise the rent each 


year by the amount allowed under the 
Annual General Adjustment, or AGA, 
approved by the rent board. 

But when it comes to enforcing the 
local law, tenants have only one signifi- 
cant weapon: A landlord who charges 
illegal rents can lose his or her AGAs 


_for the period of the overcharges. Under 


the Petris bill, the loss of AGAs would 
be prohibited. The worst the local rent 
board could do would be to force a 
landlord to repay the illegal over- 
charges. 

Critics of the bill, like East Bay 
Tenants Bar Association president Jay 
Koslofsky and tenant attorneys Mike 
Grunwald and Mark Goldowitz, 
charge that the bill would give land- 
lords an economic incentive to violate 
the ordinance. ‘“‘If a landlord gets 
caught, under this bill he’s no worse off 
than if he had complied with the law,”’ 
Grunwald told the Bay Guardian. ‘‘If 
he gets away with it fora few years, 
avoiding the three-year statute of 
limitations, he ends up putting money 
in his pocket.’’ 

Grunwald noted that there are sev- 
eral factors that could make it a good 
business decision for a landlord to 


charge illegally high rents under the 
Petris bill. First, he said, the tenants 
have to be aware of the overcharges and 
willing to challenge the landlord in a rent 
board hearing. Second, if the over- 
charges have been going on for some 
time, the landlord would only have to 
pay refunds to those tenants he or she 
can find — and with the high turnover 
rate among Berkeley’s student tenants, 
many landlords could claim that the 
majority of those to whom they owe 
money had disappeared. 

“Tf this bill passes in the form it isnow 
and I’m a landlord attorney and a land- 
lord comes in and asks ‘Do I register?’ I 
say no,”’ Grunwald said. ‘“‘Why should 
he? He might as well take the chance.”’ 

Petris argues that the loss of the 
AGAsis too severe a punishment, caus- 
ing landlords to lose money, making 
renting property unprofitable and, in 
the long run, reducing the local rental 
housing stock. As a substitute penalty 
for rent overcharges Petris is proposing 
that landlords pay the tenants treble the 
amount of the overcharge. 

But tenant advocates argue that the 
Berkeley rent law already allows land- 
lords who are losing money to seek

special rent hikes — if they are willing 
to provide documentation of their loss. 

Further, they argue, under the Petris 
bill, the award of treble damages would 
be at the discretion of a judge. ‘“‘If the 
court determines that the owner willfully 
or intentionally charged the tenant rent 
in excess of the certified rent ceiling,’’ 
the legislation states, “‘the court shall 
award the tenant a judgment for the ex- 
cess amount of rent and may [emphasis 
added] treble that amount.” 

There are several problems a tenant 
will encounter trying to get treble 
damages with this language. First, the 
tenant will have to prove the landlord 
“‘willfully or intentionally’’ over- 
charged. Second, the case must be 
brought to court, rather than the rent 
board — meaning the tenant would 
almost certainly have to hire a lawyer. 

Since many tenants can’t afford to 
pay much in the way of legal fees, alot of 
rent overcharge cases are taken on con- 
tingency. But if there is not enough 
money in the case to pay for the amount 
of time a lawyer needs to pursue it — 
and since the treble damages are not 
assured — tenant lawyers may have to 
turn down cases that are winnable. 

“Tf part of the purpose of the Petris 
bill is to bring regularity and sanity to 
rent control, this has failed. Instead it 
injects incentive to increase cheating, 
confusion, uncertainty, ambiguity and 
potential ways to undermine the or- 
dinance,’’ Goldowitz said. 

The problem wouldn’t be as bad, 
Goldowitz contends, if Petris were to 
amend his bill to allow for payment of 
attorney’s fees for the prevailing party, 
a provision that is in the San Francisco 
rent control law, but not Berkeley’s. 


N AN APPARENT effort to 
mollify tenant concerns, Petris is 
offering to increase penalties for 
fraudulent owner-occupancy evic- 
tions. He told the Bay Guardian 
that provision was the result of a meeting 
he had with a group ofBerkeley tenants 
who were facing blatantly fraudulent 
Owner-occupancy evictions. 

But the remedies he suggests are ac- 
tually weaker than what the Berkeley 
law already contains. 

Under the Petris bill, the owner or 
immediate relative must occupy a unit 
for at least six months to avoid 
penalties for illegal eviction. The 
Berkeley ordinance now requires that 
the owner move into an apartment 
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within two months of the eviction. 
That difference is negligible, but the 
restitution for the aggrieved tenant 
isn’t. Under the Berkeley law, a tenant 
can recover possession of the unit and 
actual damages if an eviction is shown 
to be illegal, and the damages may in- 


clude emotional distress — potentially 
the largest claim, according to 
Goldowitz. And if the tenant proves 
the landlord’s action was willful, the 
tenant is entitled to treble damages. 
Under the Petris bill, a tenant can 
also win treble damages for fraudulent 
owner-occupancy eviction — but at the 
discretion of a court (without attorney’s 
fees for the prevailing party), and the 
damages are limited to the cost of relo- 


cating the tenant back into the old unit 
and any increase in rent the tenant has 
paid in the meantime. 

Although in this instance, the Petris 
provision does not overrule the Berke- 
ley ordinance, it adds nothing to the 
already existing law. 

“If they thought they were doing us a 
favor with this provision, they haven’t,”” 
said Koslofsky, who is representing the 
tenants who met with Petris. 





2601 CHANNING WAY: 
A CASEIN POINT 


Tenant lawyers say a landlord who allegedly set up 
an illegal housing co-op near the Berkeley campus 
would have profited handsomely from his deceit if SB 912 were in effect 


MAJOR CASE now working 
its way through the Berkeley 
rent board hearing process 
clearly illustrates the short- 
comings of Senator Nick Petris’s 
Senate Bill 912, according to tenant 
attorneys involved in the case. 
Landlord Lawrence Ayer owns a 
33-unit building at 2601 Channing 
Way, just a couple of blocks from 
the University of California at 
Berkeley campus. According to 
closing arguments made by tenant 
attorneys Mark Goldowitz, Mike 
Grunwald and Jay Koslofsky dur- 
“ing the first phase of the hearing, 
Ayer, it. an attempt to avoid regis- 
tering his property with the rent 
board and otherwise avoid com- 
. pliance, set up a phony nonprofit 
student co-op at the building. In this 
co-op, dubbed the International 
Cultural Exchange Club, members 
signed club contracts rather than 
leases and paid dues instead of rent. 
Testimony has revealed a complex 
weave of paper companies designed 
to funnel untold thousands of dollars 
in “‘nonprofit”’ profits directly to 
Ayer. If the Petris bill in its present 
form was the law now, the tenant at- 
torneys charge, Ayer would get away 
with a slap on the wrist and still come 
out ahead financially. 
Once the rent board has deter- 
mined the legal base rents, Ayer will 
~ have to pay back the overcharges. 
His attorney, Debra Kendall, is 
arguing that the three-year statute 
of limitations should apply, barring 
refunds for five of the eight years. 
But if the tenant attorneys can prove 
intentional fraud, they can have the 
statute of limitations waived. 


Still, Grunwald argues, Ayer has 
had tax-free use of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for years and 
will only have to give refunds to 
those tenants he can find. Over the 
years, many of the overcharged stu- 
dent tenants have moved away, 
leaving no forwarding address. 

The non-registration penalty 
Ayer has to pay is only $40,000 and 
has already been reduced by the 
board to $20,000, a sum Grunwald 
estimates at about one month’s 
worth of overcharges. If the Petris 
bill was in effect, Ayer would be 
allowed all his annual rent in- 
creases — called annual general ad- 
justments — once he has repaid the 
overcharges, leaving his units at the 
same rent level they would have 
been at had he not been violating the 
ordinance for eight years. 

“tt might be different if you said he 
couldn’t get it unless he could track 
down every tenant and pay them back 
plus interest and cost of living,” said 
Grunwald, “‘but it doesn’t say that. 
The interest alone on [rents from] 
Ayer’s building — what is that on 
$19,000 per month since 1980? That’s 
pocketed by Ayer.” 

The substitute penalty inserted by 
Petris in his bill to make up for giv- 
ing back the rent increases is a pro- 
vision that allows a tenant to collect 
treble the damages on rent over- 
charges. But the treble damages 
only apply if the overcharges were 
above the certified rent. The biggest 
offenders are landlords like Ayer 
who have not registered or certified 
their properties. The rent board esti- 
mates there are about 2,700 unregis- 
tered units in Berkeley. 


“If this law were to pass, Ayer 
gets his AGAs as if he were 
registered and he doesn’t have to 
pay the tenants treble anything,”’ 
Grunwald told the Bay Guardian. 

“So again it’s a business decision 
to cheat,”’ added Goldowitz. ‘‘It’s 
just that when you get caught you 
can ’fess up and it’s all square, and 
there are no penalties. It’s just [expen- 
sive] if you go beyond that once you’re 
caught. Otherwise, it’s costless.”” 

The Petris bill seems aimed at 
making it more difficult for tenants 
to enforce their rights. Grunwald 
points out that the loss of AGAs is 
sometimes the only incentive a ten- 
ant has to go after the overcharges. - 
“Tf I moved in six months ago and I 
found out the landlord is not regis- 
tered, my overcharges may only be 
$500. It’s not worth it to pay an at- 
torney by the hour and it’s not 
worth it to hassle in small claims 
court. But if I can show that by not 
registering my rent is going to be 
reduced the rest of the time I live 
there, now I have an incentive to 
fight against it,’’ Grunwald said. 

“If there were real treble damages 
and attorney’s fees, then there would 
be another way of policing it. The 
only reason we took the 2601 Chan- 
ning Way case was becauise 30 units 
came to us. If one or two or three of 
those tenants came, it would net be 
financially feasible to take it. They 
couldn’t pay our hourly and we 
couldn’t take it on contingency.” 

“The fact that they didn’t put in 
attorneys’ fees shows they don’t 
want it to work,’’ added Goldowitz.

The subtenancy clause in the Petris 
bill, on the other hand, would overrule 
any extra eviction or other protections 
granted to subtenants by local or- 
dinances. In Berkeley, subtenants have 
the same rights as tenants with their 
names on the lease, if they can prove 
they live in a unit (through the 
testimony of a neighbor, etc.). 

Petris told the Bay Guardian that his 
intent was to restrict Berkeley subten- 
ants to the same rights ‘‘as the rest of 
the state, no better, no worse.’’ 

This provision would make it easier 
for landlords to evict subtenants. In 
Berkeley, it would particularly affect 
student tenants, who tend to sublet 
apartments over the summer. In 
places like San Francisco that have 
rent control but not vacancy control, 
the provision could help landlords 
empty out units to gain rent increases. 
That would be possible even under the 
vacancy control measure that Mayor 
Art Agnos and Supervisor Harry Britt 
are now promoting. 


ITH PETRIS’S in- 
fluence — and his credi- 
bility as a liberal who 
usually backs tenant 
causes — SB 912 sailed 
through the Senate earlier this summer, 
and it goes to the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee next week. 

Assemblyman Tom Bates, who repre- 
sents Berkeley, plans on proposing some 
amendments to the bill to address some 
of his constituents’ concerns. Lenny 
Goldberg, the lobbyist for the Berkeley 
rent board, is still negotiating with 
Petris, trying to soften some of what he 
says are the worst aspects of the bill. 

Insiders say Petris can still be in- 
fluenced by strong lobbying, and point 
to concessions already wrung from 
him. The treble damages provisions, 
although weak and difficult to enforce, 
were not in the original version of the 
bill and the one-year statute of limita- 
tions provision on all landlord viola- 
tions has been dropped, leaving the 
previous three-year statute in tact. 

But in an Aug. 14th phone interview 
with the Bay Guardian, Petris ada- 
mantly defended the latest version of 
his bill. There seems little chance that 
he will budge on the restoration of 
AGAs — the main reason for this bill. 

Petris also argued in support of leav- 
ing the awarding of treble damages at 
the discretion of the court, although his 
reasoning (‘‘You got good people sit- 
ting on the bench. You give them the 
facts and you give them the law and 
they’ll make the right decision.’’) is 
somewhat problematic. 

Petris seemed less prepared to argue 
against the idea that attorney’s fees for 
the prevailing party should be added to 
the bill. But he said the issue had never 
really come up in his negotiations with 
opponents of the bill, so he hasn’t 
seriously considered it. 

And for all his defense of local control, 
he made it clear he is determined to strip 
subtenants of their extra protections 
under Berkeley’s eviction ordinance. 

Within the political spectrum of the 
California Senate, Petris is considered 
an ultra-liberal on tenant issues, the 
left-wing crusader against the annual 
anti-rent control bills. A pro-landlord 
bill bearing his name carries an air of 
liberal legitimacy. 

That, combined with his 22-year sen- 
iority and membership on the Senate 
Rules Committee, Judiciary Commit- 
tee and the Housing and Urban Affairs 
Committee, makes it likely this bill will 
clear the Assembly. After all, some far 
more damaging bills that would, for ex- 
ample, have forbid vacancy control 
anywhere in the state, have passed the 
Assembly easily in recent years, only to 
die in the Senate in the face of opposi- 
tion from Petris and President Pro Tem 
David Roberti. 

That also explains why those op- 
posed to it are spending their time lob- 
bying for minor changes, rather than 
trying to defeat it.

relied heavily in drafting 

his recent rent control bill on 
Gregory R. McConnell, a former 
executive director of the Berkeley 
rent board who now works as a 
landlord consultant. 

Among other things, McConnell 
represents landlords in rent board 
cases — and some Berkeley tenant 
lawyers have told the Bay Guardian 
that they question the propriety of 
McConnell playing such a central 
role in drafting legislation that 
could affect cases he has pending 
before the board. 

McConnell has described himself 
at recent public hearings as a mem- 
ber of both the Berkeley Property 
Owners Association and the Black 
Property Owners Association. 
Campaign expense records show he 
was paid $1,000 in both 1987 and 
1988 for consulting fees by Citizens 
for Fair Rent Control, the pro-land- 
lord party running candidates for 
the rent board. 

McConnell is also a member of an 
organization called the Center for 
Property Rights, a rabid anti-rent- 
control group made up largely of 
landlords and real estate interests. A 
July 1988 letter sent to local land- 
lords announcing the formation of 
the group asserts, “‘[W]ecan’t move 
our rental business out of Berkeley, 
so we’ve got to join forces to move 
Berkeley ~ut of our rental 
business.’’ Among its signers are 
several prominent landlord activists 
— and Gregory McConnell. 

Another Center for Property 
Rights fundraising letter, dated 
April 18, 1989, lists a number of the 
activities the organization is en- 
gaged in, including ‘‘Input into the 
new Senate Bill 912 introduced by 
Senator Petris which provides sup- 
port for all owners under rent con- 
trol. Highlights of this bill include 
limiting tenants to one year in which

to allege a violation of the ordinance. 


and assuring the automatic restora- 
tion of any lost AGA’s when the 
property is in compliance with the 
rent law.’’ 

The return address is 376 Colusa 
Avenue, Kensington — the address 
of McConnell’s office. 

McConnell told the Bay Guard- 
ian that a few individuals ‘“‘who are 
interested in what I’m doing’’ have 
made contributions toward his work 
on SB 912. He said the Center for 
Property Rights pays him a retainer 
for ‘‘a variety of legislative 
activities” and for ‘‘consultation on 
a variety of legislative and political 
activities regarding rent control gen- 
erally,’’ but said he had no contract 
with them or any other organization 
or person for work on SB 912, 

He said the Center for Property 
Rights input into the Petris bill re- 
ferred to in the fundraising letter 


was done by the group’s executive 
director, Meryl Siegel. ‘‘She’s met 
with Petris and his staff and dis- 
cussed it with me,”’ he said. 

Still, Petris admitted to the Bay 
Guardian that McConnell has been 
“very much a part of drafting this 
bill.’”’ 

At the end of his tenure as ex- 
ecutive director of the rent board, 
McConnell become embroiled in in 
a highly publicized rent dispute case 
that raised questions of conflict of 
interest and led some tenant lawyers 
to ask whether McConnell was us- 
ing insider knowledge for personal 
financial gain. In December of 
1986, newly elected City Council- 
member (and consequently member 
of the Berkeley Housing Authority) 
Mary Wainwright was informed 
that she had a technical conflict of 
interest, since she owned several 
federally subsidized apartments. 
For a while, it seemed the subsidies 
might be lost and the low-income 
tenants would have to pay market- 
rate rents or move. 

Having already given his 90-day 
resignation notice, McConnell, as 
executive director, sent a letter on 
April 22, 1987 to the tenants in the 
Wainwright apartments announc- 
ing new legal rents — of nearly 
three times the previous rates. 
While some of the tenants prepared 
to move, and others to challenge the 
new rents, Berkeley Assemblyman 
Tom Bates pushed a bill through the 
state Legislature resolving the legal 
conflict problem and maintaining 
the subsidies, low rents and 
Wainwright’s ownership. 

McConnell’s contract with the 
city lasted through June 26th, ac- 
cording to the city personnel depart- 
ment. On July 6th, he appeared at a 
rent board hearing as a represen- 
tative for Wainwright, in a case in- 
volving those same subsidized units. 
Sam Trosow, who represented the 
tenants in he case, tried unsuccessful- 
ly to have McConnell removed as 
Wainwright’s representative. 

“Generally speaking, it’s a conflict 
of interest for any party in an agency 
to, immediately upon leaving that 
agency, represent a member of the in- 
dustry they are supposed to be regu- 
lating,’’ Trosow told the Bay Guard- 
ian. ‘‘But specifically this was much 
worse. Not only was he director of 
the agency, but he had particular 
dealings with this property.”’ 

John Brauer, who at the time was 
a rent board member, told the Bay 
Guardian that as a result of 
McConnell’s actions the next ex- 
ecutive director of the board, Joe 
Brooks, had a clause added to his 
contract that was not in McConnell’s 
restricting him from representing 
anyone at a rent board hearing for a 
year after leaving the position.

LURE OF THE EAST 


A renters’ guide to the neighborhoods of the East Bay, plus tips on finding 
the perfect apartment and a guide to East Bay transportation

ERKELEY LORE is filled 

with tales of chance and ad- 

venture about how someone 

finally found an apartment 

there. The latest one we heard 
was about a direct-mail advertising 
professional who sent out his own mail- 
ing announcing he was looking for a 
place in Berkeley and asking people to 
send him tips. 

But even for those of us without 
such resources, it’s possible to find a 
place to live in Berkeley — though it’s 
easier in neighboring communities. 
And San Franciscans in increasing 
numbers are looking toward Emery- 
ville, Berkeley, El Cerrito, Albany and 
Oakland as alternatives to San Fran- 
cisco living. 

For some, East Bay communities of- 
fer the excitement of urban living with- 
out all the big-city hassles of San Fran- 
cisco — a kind of a midway point be- 
tween city living and a house in the 


burbs. For others, East Bay com- 
munities offer a taste of a real neigh- 
borhood. East Bay residents will tell 
you about the people on their block or 
in their building. They’ll tell you about 
the guy who owns the bookstore down 
the street or the family that runs the deli 
around the corner. In contrast to the 
anonymity of big-city existence, the 
neighborhood is alive and well in the 
East Bay. Community organizations 
exist nearly everywhere, ready to boast 
about the places.they call home. 
Below is a guide to some of the neigh- 
borhoods just across the bridge — nota 
complete list, but a place to start getting 
familiar with what awaits apartment- 
hunters on that not-so-distant shore. 
There are a few things to keep in mind 
before you begin exploring the East 
Bay. What makes some of these com- 
munities so interesting is that they are in 
the process of some big changes. Gen- 
trification has created some beautiful 
new living opportunities, but also 
caused some conflicts. And in many 


neighborhoods, the process is just 
beginning. When apartment-hunting, 
it makes sense to look not only at 
where an areais, but at where it’s going. 

Unfortunately, it’s also necessary to 
dispel a myth about East Bay living: If 
you’re heading east to save money, 


you’ll have to go farther than the easy-* 


commute-distance communities listed 
here. There are some great bargains in 
these cities, but in areas that are being 
redeveloped, prices are rising. And if 
you’re planning on working in San 
Francisco, commuting costs — and 
hassles — should be a consideration 
(see sidebar). Still, there’s alot going on 
out East and it’s worth looking into. If 
you take a look at the list below and 
then take to the streets, you could find 
just what you’re looking for. 


Berkeley 


There’s no other city quite like 
Berkeley. It’s youthful, liberal, ex- 
perimental, funky, bohemian and 
downright exciting. It has artists and 


intellectuals, homeless people and 
Nobel Prize-winners, punks and anar- 
chists, students and longhairs in tie- 
dyes left over from 20 years past. It has 
parks and fishing piers, theater and bal- 
let, museums and nightclubs and even 
Cal football and basketball. All of this 
mixes together to make Berkeley — 
well, Berkeley. And it has some great 
communities to live in. 

Three general rules will help you 
understand housing in Berkeley. First, 
the areas around the campus tend to be 
highly populated, busy commercial 
areas. Second, the farther west you go, 
the cheaper the housing. And finally, 
don’t expect to decide on a neighbor- 
hood, pack up the ranch and head 
across the Bay Bridge. 

Berkeley is the toughest housing 
market in the East Bay, and with more 
people purchasing homes, the rental 
market shrinks each year. Even when 
you find an apartment, if it’s in a single- 
family home there’s always a danger 
that the property may be sold, and you 
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could be evicted. 

“‘The market is so tight you may very 
well not have a choice when it comes to 
neighborhoods,’’ according to 
Suzanne Friedman-Marsella, founder 
of an apartment-finding service called 
Berkeley Connection. 

But Friedman-Marsella adds that the 
smart (not to mention lucky) shopper 
can find some great bargains here. 
Keep in mind that the market is guided 
by the Berkeley school year. Mid-July 
and August, when students start re- 
turning, is the worst time to look for 
housing; April, May and June are the 
best times for apartment-hunters. 

One final word to the wise: Make use 
of Berkeley’s famous rent control. If 
you decide to move to Berkeley, it 
makes sense to check out the legal rent 
with the rent-control office. 

Neighborhoods within Berkeley in- 
clude: 

South Campus: When you’re think-

ing South Campus, think excess. South 
Campus offers a lot of everything — 
lots of people, lots of stores and restau- 
rants and cafes, lots of students, lots of 
things nearby and lots of low-cost rent- 
al housing. 

The South Campus neighborhood 
skims the University’s southern

border roughly from Bancroft to 
Dwight, extending from Fulton to 
Gaby. It’s a bustling commercial area 
full of small shops and some good, 
relatively inexpensive ethnic and fast 
foods. And with downtown and the 
UC campus within walkable distance, 
anything that’s not outside your 
doorstep is just around the corner. On 
weekends the streets can be filled with 
tourists and students. Street vendors 
and musicians give the area an urban-

be as easy as ABC. Just 
remember: A for AC Transit, B for 
BART and C for carpools. Don’t 
even think about D for driving 
across the Bay Bridge — bridge traf- 
fic has to make that one of the worst 
ways to start your day. 

AC Transit: AC Transit bus 
lines serve Oakland, Berkeley, 
Emeryville, El Cerrito, Albany and 
anywhere else in the East Bay from 
Richmond to, Fremont, moving 
some 190,000 commuters daily on 
routes between East Bay com- 
munities. But AC also connects the 
East Bay with the rest of the Bay 
Area. Thirty-seven daily express 
routes run from the East Bay to the 
Transbay terminal in San Francisco. 
At the Transbay terminal, situated 
on the edge of the Financial District, 
passengers can pick up Muni service 
to almost anywhere in the city. 

A typical commuter trip from 
North Oakland to Transbay takes 


OMMUTING FROM the 
East Bay to San Francisco can 


about 20 minutes, and costs $1 to 


San Francisco and $2 to return. 
Special commuter passes are avail- 
able. Beyond San Francisco, AC 
Transit commuters can find Golden 
Gate Transit and SamTrans at the 
Transbay terminal to get to Marin 
County and other outlying areas. 


BART: BART serves El Cerrito, 
Albany, Berkeley and Oakland, then 
makes stops through downtown San 
Francisco, the Mission District and 
out to Daly City. From BART sta- 
tions you can connect with Muni bus 
service and cable cars. 

That same ride from North Oak- 
land to downtown will take about 20 
minutes, and costs $1.60 each way. 
In general, BART is cleaner, quicker 
and more dependable than the buses, 
and you’re not at the mercy of Bay 
Bridge traffic. Still, the ride can get 
pretty crowded at rush hour. 

Besides San Francisco, BART has 
service out east to Concord and 
south to Fremont. BART buses pro- 
vide additional service to Pleasan- 
ton, Brentwood and other outlying 
areas. Trains run from 6 am to mid- 
night Monday through Saturday and 
9 am to midnight on Sunday. 

BART is especially convenient 
for those living within walking dis- 
tance of the station that serves the 
Berkeley campus, or near the sta- 
tions in Rockridge, South Berkeley 
and North Oakland — these three 
also have large commuter parking 
lots. In some areas car pools are 
available to set up travel from your 
home to the nearest BART station. 
Call 861-POOL for information. 

Car pools: On the rise in the 
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carnival feel. 

The South Campus area has a diverse 
population, including, among others, 
Berkeley students (South Campus is 
home to UC dorms) and various in- 
habitants of People’s Park. And all this 
for some of the lowest rents in Berke- 
ley: South Campus has the highest con- 
centration of rent-controlled housing. 
An unfurnished, two-bedroom apart- 
ment can be $600 to $900. 

South Campus also gives you a lot of 


East Bay are the casual car pools 
that have sprung up in several com- 
munities. The process works like 
this: Communities designate spots 
where long lines of commuters can 
wait to be picked up by a San 
Francisco-bound driver. The com- 
muters get a free or cheap ride to 
downtown, while the drivers get ac- 
cess to car-pool lanes on the high- 
way and avoid paying the Bay 
Bridge toll. 

Some well-known casual car 
pools operate near the Grand Lake 
Theatre, near College and Clare- 
mont in North Oakland, off Central 
Avenue in Albany and near San 
Pablo in El Cerrito. Unfortunately, 
since these car pools have been 
organized spontaneously by 
creative citizens, there’s no central 
office to contact about their loca- 
tions. Many of these unofficial car- 
pool stations have formed near 
BART stations with parking lots, 
much to the dismay of BART of- 
ficials. The best way to find out 
about them is by word of mouth. 

There is, though, a service to 
match up commuters interested in 
carpooling. By dialing 861-POOL, 
commuters can get in touch with ex- 
isting car pools or van pools. At the 
moment most of these serve El Cer- 
rito and Albany. —S.B. 








reasons to think about living some- 
where else. It’s noisy and crowded, 
parking can be a nightmare and it has a 
high crime rate. But if you’re the kind 
of person who wants to be near the 
center of it all, this is the place to be. 
North Campus: The other side of the 
campus could be lixened to the other 
side of the tracks. In many ways, North 
Campus offers an upscale version of 
everything south of the University. 
While South Campus has People’s 
Park, North Campus has the Berkeley 
Rose Gardens. While South Campus 
gives you some of the finest pizza in the 
East Bay (Blondie’s), North Campus 
offers some of the finer meals in 
Berkeley. 

North Campus, like its southern 
counterpart, is very popular with 
students, very congested and conve- 
niently close to campus and downtown. 
But there’s a really different feel to the 
tree-lined streets that wind their way up 
into the Berkeley hills. North Campus 
has the same standard, student-type 
apartment buildings as South Campus, 
but there are also flats, duplexes and 
single-family homes. Some of the UC 
faculty make their homes here. Alto- 
gether the area has a quieter, safer, 
cozier feel. Like the terrain, the rents 
tend to be a little steeper — around 
$800 to $1,000 for a two-bedroom. But 
many of the apartments are larger and 
nicer than those in the south. 
Central Berkeley/Downtown: 
Spreading west from the campus and 
out toward San Pablo Avenue, this 
area is the heart of the Berkeley bus- 
iness and commercial district. Shattuck 
Square and Berkeley Square are both 
busy intersections, great for shopping 
or catching a bite to eat. For movie- 
goers, this neighborhood offers six 
theaters of its very own, all within walk- 
ing distance. 

The housing here is comparable to 
South Campus, although you might 
find a few more converted single- 
family homes. Prices tend to fall in the 
$600 to $900 range for an unfurnished 
two-bedroom place. Surprisingly, the 
area includes some relatively quiet 
residential neighborhoods of families 


mixed in with pockets of students. 
You'll find relatively quiet streets with 
single-family houses and small, grassy 
yards only blocks from downtown. 

But the best thing about Central 
Berkeley is the convenience. There’s so 
much within walking distance, and 
public transportation is so accessible, 
that it’s easy to get by without a car. In 
fact, since Berkeley residents have to 
purchase on-street parking stickers, go- 
ing carless has advantages. 

North Berkeley: The area that ex- 
tends up North Shattuck from Virginia 
and into the hills is most commonly 
known as the ‘‘gourmet ghetto.’’ No- 
where can you find such fine and 
diverse culinary delights in such a small 
area: Mirabella’s, Chez Panisse, Peet’s 
Coffee — an abundance of great res- 
taurants, cafes and interesting food 
stores. But there’s more than simple = 
palate gratification in North Berkeley. 

There’s also some beautiful housing, 
in a quiet and green area filled mostly 
with single-family homes converted in- 
to rental units. You’ll find more 
families than students living here. The 
average two-bedroom rents for $1,000 
to $1,100. The neighborhood also has 
some great bookstores and boutiques 
— and you’ll still be within walking 
distance of the campus and downtown. 
South Berkeley: South Berkeley has a 
little of everything: a mix of students and 
families, ethnic diversity, new develop- 
ment and older established areas, safe 
family neighborhoods and some of the 
worst crime-ridden areas in town. All 
this plus real-estate prices that, because 
of or in spite of all the above, are sky- 
rocketing — now at about $900 to 
$1,000 for a two-bedroom apartment. 

But there’s reason to believe that an | 
apartment in South Berkeley may be an 
investment in the future. The city is be- 
ginning to look at a redevelopment 
plan for South Berkeley aimed at 
strengthening business and residential 
areas. But unlike many gentrification 
plans, the city hopes to do all this with- 
out disrupting the neighborhood that 
has become the center of the black 
community in Berkeley. 

Still, the crime rate here has climbed 
right along with the rents. The area 
around the intersection of Alcatraz and 
California is notorious for drug-related 
crime problems. If nothing else, the 
area is happening. But exactly what’s 
happening isn’t quite clear. 

West Berkeley: Although West Berke- 
ley shares the extraordinary diversity of 
South Berkeley, it tends to be safer and 
more family-dominated. Once an in- 
dustrial area of blue-collar workers and 
their families, the neighborhood west of 
San Pablo now offers some wonderful 
commercial areas and houses young 
professionals and UC students. ; 

Fourth Street above University of- 
fers some good shopping, interesting 
cafes and fine eating establishments, 
including the famous Bette’s Ocean- 
view Diner and Spenger’s Fish Grotto. 
You’ll find mostly single-family homes 
here, with some apartment buildings. 
Rents are around $800 for a two-bed- 
room, unfurnished apartment. The 
area around Fifth Street has recently 
undergone one of the nation’s most 
successful redevelopment programs, 
creating decent, affordable housing 
(see Bay Guardian, 2/22/89). Com- 
mercial redevelopment along Fourth 
Street continues to make this an area 
with a bright future. 

Elmwood: Heading down College 
Avenue toward the Oakland border, 
you begin to sense that you’re leaving 
the campus behind. One of the many 
charms of the Elmwood District, which 
extends from South Campus to Oak- 
land, is the sense of continuity and com- 
munity that stems from the many 
families that live and sometimes also 
work in the neighborhood. You can 
sense this in the businesses that line 
College Avenue, like the corner phar- 
macy and soda shop that residents will 
tell you Ozzie owns. You can see it in 
the faces of the old and young who

mingle along tree-lined side streets. 

But don’t think this is some little 
Main Street, U.S.A.: It’s still Berkeley. 
There are plenty of interesting bou- 
tiques, an ethnic art gallery, 
bookstores, jewelry stores and other 
similar diversions to keep you oc- 
cupied. In Elmwood you’ll find many 
single-family homes converted to rental 
units, and some apartment buildings. 
A two-bedroom unfurnished will be 
$900 to $1,000 and up. 

Unfortunately, the best part about 
Elmwood is also the worst thing about 
trying to rent there. Continuity creates 
a sense of community, but it also keeps 
the turnover rate strikingly low. But if 
you’re determined, and end up finding 
something in Elmwood, chances are 
you'll be there for a while. 


El Cerrito/Albany 


Although both towns tend to get hid- 
den in the shadow of their larger East 
Bay neighbors, both deserve notice. 
For starters, there’s a lot more rental 
housing available here than in most of 
the other East Bay communities we’ve 
looked at — and you’ll generally end 
up getting more for your money. 

The average two-bedroom, unfur- 
nished apartment in the El Cerrito flat- 
lands will be about $800; the same 
apartment in Albany can go anywhere 
from $800 to $1,000. These are usually 
units in single-family homes, and tend 
to be bigger than those you might find 
in Berkeley. 

Out here you’ll find more families 
than students, and with good reason. 
These communities are further from 
campus, and are great places for kids. 
The neighborhoods are green and safe; 
Albany also has a first-rate school 
system. Both towns are quite small, but 
not lacking in things to do. Along 
Solano Avenue between Alameda and 
San Pablo there are stores, movie 
theaters and almost every kind of 
restaurant imaginable. And remember, 
you are by no means isolated from the 
rest of the Bay Area. 


Emeryville 

If you’re looking for an example of 
urban gentrification, take a peek at 
Emeryville. ‘‘Three or four years ago 
nobody wanted to go near Emeryville,” 
says one rental agent, ‘‘and now it’s 
hot.’’ Until recently, Emeryville stood 
as a reminder of the industrial days of 
old, an economically depressed, blue- 
collar ghetto on the Bay shore. But not 
anymore. This town has been cleaned 
up, cleared out, done up and packaged 
to attract newer, clean industries, bus- 


inesses, urban professionals and artists. 
So excited are those Emeryvillans about 
their new look that the city manager’s 
office has released an eight-page port- 
folio complete with full-color glossy pic- 
tures boasting about the ‘‘repackaged”’ 
town. 

Emeryville does have a few things to 
boast about. Smokestacks have given 
way to highrise apartments and water- 
front condominiums. Factories have 
fallen for shopping malls or been 
turned into artist communities. New 
commercial centers like the Emeryville 
Marketplace, the Powell Street Plaza 
and a weekly farmers market provide 
shopping diversions. For entertain- 
ment there’s a brewpub, one of the Bay 
Area’s most outstanding jazz night- 
clubs and a ten-screen movie theater. 
For those who love the outdoors, 
there’s a waterfront park and marina, 
parks and playgrounds and a tidal salt 
marsh south of Powell Street. 

There’s considerable diversity in 
housing. The older neighborhood in 
the North End offers small apartments, 
“‘workingman’s Victorians’’ and Cali- 
fornia bungalows left over from when 
Emeryville used to be the site of San 
Franciscans’ summer cottages. Mean- 
while, luxury apartment complexes have 
sprung up along the Bay and artists’ 
lofts have sprouted in ex-warehouses. 
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Prices also vary widely. A two-bedroom 
in a new complex may be around $900, 
while apartments in older duplexes can 
be surprisingly inexpensive. 

Keep in mind that some of this town 
continues to be industrial, blue-collar 
and depressed. Not all of the past has 
been forgotten — but that diversity 
makes Emeryville interesting. 


Oakland 


Don’t underestimate Oakland. 
Besides a great museum, a symphony, 
an opera and a ballet, some wonderful 
parks, good clubs and excellent restau- 
rants, what other city has a lake and 
155-acre park right in the middle of 
town? And Oakland was named in a 
1980 study as the most integrated city in 
America. In this cosmopolitan city of 
some 350,000, we’ve narrowed rental 
possibilities down to some specific 
neighborhoods that offer the best in in- 
expensive, safe and interesting housing. 

For starters, you might look to North 
Oakland and the Rockridge neighbor- 
hood on the Berkeley-Oakland border. 
Both neighborhoods feel more urban 
than those closer to the university, but 
increasing numbers of students give 
these areas a university-town character, 
too. Many single-family homes are be- 
ing converted into rental housing. As the 
neighborhoods become more crowded,

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parking is getting tight and some quiet 
family blocks have turned into noisy, 
high-density areas. 

Other East Bay apartment-hunters 
might want to look in the area around 
Lake Merritt, or head for the Oakland 
Hills. Although Oakland above 
MacArthur Boulevard is generally 
more residential then urban (some 
neighborhoods are downright sleepy), 
there’s still a lot going on up there. The 
farther south you go in Oakland, the 
cheaper, smaller housing units you’ll 
find. As you head east, the hills will 
steepen and the rents will skyrocket. 
Since the area is mostly residential, 
having a car is a plus if not a necessity, 
but keep in mind that in some of the up- 
per hill areas the roads are in bad shape. 
Rockridge: This neighborhood is the 
Noe Valley of the East Bay, according 
to one rental housing consultant. 
Stretching along College from around 
Claremont to Broadway, the Rock- 
ridge neighborhood has a bustling, ur- 
ban feeling. Rockridge also attracts 
more young professionals than many 
Berkeley neighborhoods do. You’ II still 
be competing with UC students for this 
“thigh-value”’ real estate, but when you 
look at what’s here it might seem worth 
the battle. 

College Avenue is lined with book- 
stores, antique shops, clothing bou- 
tiques, a video center, a toy store, a 
wine shop, gourmet food stores, a 
Lucky’s and a Safeway, a Chicago- 
style pizzeria and countless other res- 
taurants, delis and cafes. If there’s any- 
thing you want outside the neighbor- 
hood, there’s easy access to Route 24 
and BART. 

Pricés are on the upswing in this 
popular neighborhood, but you can 
still get a nice two-bedroom for be- 
tween $800 and $1,200 — sometimes 
for as little as $600 — or a great bargain 
on a smaller apartment or studio. 
North Oakland: Covering an area that 
extends south of Rockridge to In- 
terstate 580 and east to Emeryville, 
North Oakland is a neighborhood of 
great diversity, hard to define because it 
changes almost from street to street. The 
scene shifts from blue-collar family 
residential areas to busy commercial 
centers. There’s a mix between the de- 
clining ghettos and redevelopment. 
There are old centers of minority bus- 
inesses like the Golden Gate shopping 
district, and there’s a renaissance in the 
shopping district along Telegraph 
Avenue. 

Diversity applies equally to housing, 
which ranges from small, motel-like 
apartments to houses split into 
duplexes. There’s a lot available here,

O NOW you're convinced 

that the grass might be a little 

greener on the other side of 
the Bay. Surely your dream apart- 
ment awaits you, if youcan just find 
it. Don’t start worrying about how 
you’re going to do your own direct 
mailing, though — there are easier 
ways to go about looking for an 
apartment in the East Bay. 

Newspaper ads are, of course, 
one way to go about the search, but 
they’re usually not the best. For one 
thing, you’ll probably have a lot of 
competition if you’re applying for 
an apartment listed in the paper. 
And a lot of apartments never make 
it into the paper. Unfortunately for 
people on this side of the Bay who 
are interested in moving, one of the 
best ways to find an apartment is 
through word of mouth — especial- 
ly in housing-tight Berkeley. If you 
know anyone who lives in the East 
Bay, ask them to’let you know if 
they hear of any openings, and ask 
them to ask their landlord if they 
know of any openings. 

Another good strategy is to spend 
some time scouting out the neighbor- 
hoods you’re interested in moving 
to, then looking for ‘‘For Rent” 
signs in these areas. Many landlords 
never bother to advertise in the 
papers, since they can easily find 
tenants by simply putting up a sign. 
Neighborhood businesses like 
grocery stores, cafes and laun- 
dromats are also good places to 
check — some have bulletin boards 
or posters advertising neighborhood 
rentals. And ask the grocer or the 
cafe proprietor; often he or she either 
knows the landlords in the area or 
has an idea of what might be avail- 
able from chatting with customers. 

There are referral services in the 
East Bay that provide listings of 
rentals, usually for a three-month 
period, for a fee. The Berkeley Con- 
nection (2840 College Avenue, 
Berk., 548-2721), for instance, has 
been providing listings for the Oak- 
land and Berkeley area for 15 years. 
The Bay Area Space Finders (1798 
Shattuck Ave, Berk., 849-1800) 
provides a similar service. 

College campuses are another 
good source of rental listings. 
Though geared to student-type liv- 
ing, with a lot of shared rentals and 
minimalist apartments, these list- 
ings are usually worth checking out. 
The University of California at 
Berkeley has a housing office that 
collects apartment listings in a 
45-minute radius from the campus. 
Although the office itself is only 
open to Berkeley students, who 
must show a current student ID, 
there’s a rental board behind the 

building on 2401 Bowditch Street 
where you can sneak a peek at 
what’s available. You'll also find 
apartments for rent posted on 
bulletin boards around campus — 
each of the school’s departments 
usually has a housing board. 

__ The Center for Independent Liy- 
ing (2539 Telegraph, Berk., 
841-4776) helps the physically and 
mentally disabled find suitable 
housing in the Berkeley and Oak- 
land area. After an initial needs- 
assessment interview, the CIL pro- 
vides listings, and will also help find 
jobs and other services. For more 
information contact Yolanda at 
CIL between 9 am and 5 pm, Mon- 
day through Friday.

and an unfurnished two-bedroom can 
be anywhere from $600 to $1,000. A lot 
of people are afraid of this area, 
though, according to Berkeley Con- 
nection’s Freidman-Marsella. And 
50th Street is a high-crime area. But not 
all North Oakland neighborhoods are 
unsafe. As Friedman-Marsella also 
points out, ‘‘Most people who live there 
really like it.”” 

Piedmont: This Oakland community 
takes its name, and some of its char- 
acter, from its close neighbor, the city 
of Piedmont. Although it has an 
upscale feeling, the neighborhood has 
some great rental deals. One housing 
consultant compared it to San Fran- 
cisco’s Haight-Ashbury, with its 
beautiful old Victorian duplexes. Like 
the Haight, it has become a gentrified, 
trendy urban area. Expect to find lots 
of young professionals eating gourmet 
foods in street cafes as a break from 
shopping sprees through the hip little 
boutiques along Piedmont Avenue. 

But don’t expect to have to pay much 

for all this style. A two- bedroom rents 
from around $650 to $1,000 — at least 
for now. The area’s popularity may 
soon bring with it higher rents and 
parking problems. So if you’re looking 
for a likely place to park your cuisinart 
and capuccino-maker, the time for 
Piedmont is now, 
Grand Lake/Tressle Glen: Named 
after the 1920s movie palace that still 
shows children’s movies on Saturdays, 
this area stretches roughly from Park 
Boulevard north to the Piedmont 
neighborhood. Residents will tell you 
about the great coffee houses, the jazz 
clubs and the poetry readings, dinners 
at small ethnic restaurants and 
beautiful walks through the Morcom 
Amphitheater of Roses. And they’ll 
talk about ‘‘the neighborhood’? — 
one where people really know each 
other. Apartments here are still 
reasonably priced ($700 and up for a 
two-bedroom), although the market is 
on an upswing. 

Again, as the area becomes more 
crowded, urban problems increase and 
safety can be a concern in some areas. 
But many residents will tell you they 
like the homey feeling of the Grand 
Lake area. 

Dimond/Mormon Temple District: 
This area runs roughly from Park 
Boulevard south to Redwood Road. 
Although the neighborhoods here are 
generally quiet and residential, there’s 
more to the area than green lawns and 
private driveways. For starters, there’s 
a 12-acre oasis of redwood trees known 
as Dimond Park. There’s also the 
Mormon Temple, a landmark for it’s 
beautiful architecture. The temple ter- 


_ tace offers a spectacular view of the 


Bay Area. 

For renters, the Dimond/Mormon 

Temple district offers ‘‘basic California 
living.’’ You’ll find stucco houses con- 
verted into rental units and some apart- 
ment buildings. Rents are generally a 
little lower than in the Grand Lake Dis- 
trict. Many residents are traditionally 
conservative blue-collar workers and 
their families — politicians often refer 
to the area as the ‘“Bible Belt.” 
Lake Merritt: This area combines the 
beauty of the lake and its surrounding 
park with very urban living — busy 
streets, good shopping and a heavy con- 
centration of apartment complexes. 
When you walk down to the lake, you’ll 
find boat rentals, sight-seeing launches, 
water skiing and speedboat races. On 
shore there’s Children’s Fairyland, a 
waterfowl refuge and the historic 
Cameron Stanford House. 

It’s almost impossible to charac- 
terize the interesting and diverse neigh- 
borhoods that surround the park, 
because they’re all so different. Real 
estate prices reflect this diversity: Prices 
for a two-bedroom range from $600 to 
astronomical. 
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Helping the 
Almost-Homeless 


The San Francisco Consortium Clearinghouse helpskeep 
people off the streets by steering them to affordable housing and 
other support services, like job training, child care and more

HERE ARE some 5,000 
homeless people in the city, 
and about 20,000 are at risk 
of becoming homeless, ac- 
cording to Walter Park, ex- 
ecutive director of the San Francisco 
Consortium Clearinghouse. And while 
city officials labor over what to do with 





5,000 ‘‘vagrants,’’ Park and his 
organization are trying to keep the 
20,000 off the street. The San Francisco 
Consortium Clearinghouse, founded 
by the Independent Housing Service, is 
committed to helping low-income 
clients find decent, affordable housing 
in San Francisco. 

Since 1981, the Independent Hous- 
ing Service has been helping the elderly 


and handicapped find appropriate af- 
fordable housing. But in the last few 
years it became clear to the organiza- 
tion’s members that there was a grow- 
ing population of low-income people 
who were not handicapped or disabled, 
but who needed the same sort of 
service. So in February the Clear- 
inghouse was formed to help anyone at 
risk of becoming homeless.

Working from a database of some 
20,000 housing listings, the Consor- 
tium has seen some 800 clients and 
placed hundreds in new housing. But 
the organization gives its clients more 
than just a piece of paper with an ad- 
dress on it: It also acts as a clear- 
inghouse, putting people in touch with 
the additional living services they need. 
The Consortium includes government 
agencies and private organizations that 
provide clients with job training or 
placement services, drug treatment, 
health care and nutritional services like 
Meals on Wheels. It has referred people 
to the AIDS Foundation, senior cen- 
ters, the Home Advocacy Rights Board, 
Health Department services and count- 
less other agencies around San Francisco 
that are able to help clients solve basic 
living problems. In return, these agen- 
cies work with the Independent Housing 
Service and the Consortium to solve 
clients’ housing needs. 

The reasoning behind this is simple. 
“When other things fail, people 
become homeless,’’ Park says. He adds 
that a program to combat homelessness 
has to deal with issues of child care, job 
training, job placement and substance 
abuse. Before the Consortium was 
formed there was no coordinating body 
to keep people informed about what 
kinds of services are available to them. 
“‘There are a lot of people in San Fran- 
cisco doing off-the-cuff housing refer- 
tals without really knowing what’s out 
there,’’ says Park. 


RIGINALLY, THE Con- 
sortium was designed to act 
as a rental referral service 
that would be accessed 
through other agencies. But 
housing counselor Kira Foster says that 
she finds herself dealing with individuals 
who contact the Consortium them- 
selves, people who aren’t protected by 
or aware of the services that exist for 
them. ‘‘Single adults are the least serv- 
iced population,’’ she says. “‘It’s just 
impossible to send them away.” 

So Foster conducts a needs-assess- 
ment interview. Within a day she’ll pro- 
vide them with a listing of housing that 
meets their needs and price range. She 
also refers them to agencies for addi- 
tional assistance. 

Of the people served by the Consor- 
tium, 30 percent are children and 20 
percent are seniors. Half of the clients 
are single adults, while 20 percent are in 
single-parent families. Almost  one- 


third are physically or psychologically 
disabled, and many are people with 
AIDS. Most of them are unemployed, 
underemployed or living on Social 
Security or General Assistance. Vir- 
tually all of them are living on less than 
$1,000 a month. 

A client with an urgent problem is 
routine. The cases that are really dif- 
ficult are the ones that involve com- 
pound problems, Park says, citing in- 
stances of low-income, handicapped 
or elderly people who are about to be 
evicted. Park also talks about those 
who, although they may have shelter, 
are still ‘‘truly’’ homeless: the woman 
living with the abusive spouse, the per- 
son living on a friend’s couch, some- 
one spending 75 percent of their in- 
come on housing. 

Beyond simply finding new housing 
for clients, the Consortium helps 
clients stay in their homes. The 
organization helps ensure that people~ 
aren’t unfairly evicted, and puts clients 
in contact with agencies that can help 
provide them with rent in times when 
medical problems might prevent them 
from working. There’s also a building 
modification program that helps clients 
adapt their current housing to meet 
changing medical needs, and a shared 
housing program that sets up compati- 
ble roommates in affordable situations. 

The Consortium’s efforts are meet- 
ing with some success, and some 
recognition: A recent report on the 
homeless situation issued by the 
Mayor’s Office recommended increasing 
funding to the organization. Park, for 
one, would be all for it — there are only 
four full-time people currently on the 
staff, and that’s not enough. ‘‘At the 
moment, we’ve got our hands full,’’ 
Park says. 

The San Francisco Consortium 
Clearinghouse operates out of the In- 
dependent Housing Service, 25 Taylor, 
SF, 441-7713, and is open Monday 
through Fridayfrom9amtoSpm.

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Alternative housing resources 


In the face of soaring rentals and 
real-estate prices, home ownership in 
the Bay Area has become a privilege 
narrowed down to the lucky — and 
wealthy — few. Coupled with cost, 
legal restrictions make co-ownership 
for unmarried adults a sticky and 
sometimes unstable endeavor. For- 
tunately, several groups have formed 
in the Bay Area to develop and pro- 
mote forms of alternative housing for 
those who don't fit into the double- 
income, nuclear-family category 
Through consultation, workshops, 
seminars and educational publica- 
tions, these groups help to secure 
safe, low-cost homes for those who 
would otherwise be dissatisfied with 
what they could afford. 

One of the most popular of these 
strategies is cooperative housing. In 
a cooperative situation, each resident 
owns a share of their building, and 
thereby owns an exclusive right to 
the unit in which they live. The 
California law enacted in 1980 that 
recognizes cooperatives divides them 
into two categories. In a market-rate 
co-op, the shares that are liberated 
when a unit is vacated are sold on 
the market at market value, with the 
approval of the co-op's board of 
directors, leaving the price for incom- 
ing residents considerably higher. In 
a limited-equity co-op, however, the 
shares are sold directly back to the 
co-op at the original price, plus a 
maximum of ten percent per year, 
determined by the members, of the 
original downpayment on the share. 
In addition, all principal must remain 
within the co-op itself, with no one 
person profiting individually. If at 
some point the residents want to 
dissolve the co-op, the members of a 
market-rate co-op can sell the prop- 
erty for what it is worth and distribute 
the money among them, while mem- 
bers of a limited-equity co-op must 
sell the property to another co-op or 
to a nonprofit corporation, and may 
only keep what is remaining on their 
mortgage and what is due on their in- 


‘dividual shares. These restrictions on 


limited-equity co-ops keep the prop- 
erty out of the market, and by doing 
so keep it affordable. ~ 

Other types of arrangements that 
foster community living and keep 
prices low include shared housing ar- ; 
rangements, whereby people come 
together and work toward building a 
household by purchasing a house and 
sharing such things as meals and social 
space. A village cluster, a form of co- 
housing, is an arrangement of in- 
dependent dwellings around a com- 
mon space or central building that 
contains amenities shared by all, but 
not affordable by a family on its own, 
like exercise rooms, child-care 
facilities and libraries. 


Tenancy-in-common ownership is a 
strategy practiced mostly im Berkeley, 
in response to a ban there on con- 
dominium conversion and market- 
rate co-ops, which regulates the sub- 
division of property. In a tenancy-in- 
common situation, more than one 
person may own a duplex or triplex, 
for instance, yet be legally regarded 
as one entity. That duplex may then 
be divided by the co-owners — but 
unlike a condo situation, only one 
loan may be taken on the property. If 
two people own a duplex under this 
agreement and one wants to sell, if 
there has been an increase in the 
value of the property then the buyer 
either has to pay the difference up 
front, or the seller has to carry the 
responsibility for the mortgage. This 
risk is the factor that keeps the price 
of the property down.

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ALL OVER AGAIN? 


Downtown ballparks have a long history 
in San Francisco — starting in 1904

OU’VE GOTTA love the 
spirit of the downtown 
stadium for its sheer cussed 
tenacity. Like a restless 
ghost, it just refuses to lie 
down and be quiet. On July 27th, Mayor 
Agnos announced at his biggest press 
conference that it would be back at the 
polls for a fall encore. This stadium has 
had more comebacks than Beverly Sills. 

Whether alone or mated with a con- 
vention center, the idea of a stadium 
hovered fitfully over Yerba Buena 
Center during the *50s, until Mayor 
George Christopher and his pal 
Charles Harney shoved it down to 
Harney’s land at Candlestick. Six 
years after Candlestick opened, the 
Chamber of Commerce and SPUR 
recommended a new sports facility at 
YBC. The stadium came back to ob- 
sess Mayor Feinstein, who zealously 
combed South of Market for a vacant 
lot that it could call home. Seventh 
and Townsend looked good, but the 
voters killed it in 1987. Candidate 
Agnos also opposed the stadium, but 
Mayor Agnos resurrected it and pro- 
posed two stadia, for good measure. 
The debate rages unabated, and voters 
will decide again in November 
whether they want a ballpark at China 
Basin. Pardon me, but is there an echo 
in here? 

Eighty-five years ago, in 1904, City 
Engineer Marsden Manson submitted 
detailed plans for a stadium to the 
supervisors. Manson’s stadium was to 
be situated at Columbia Park at 
Seventh and Harrison streets, four big 
blocks closer to downtown than 
Mayor Agnos’s other proposed sports 
arena at Seventh and Townsend. Like 
the Agnos arena, it was to be an all- 
purpose, state-of-the-art, concrete, 
glass and steel sports facility seating 
20,000. Manson’s would cost 





$250,000, Agnos’s $85 million. Now 
that’s progress. 

Frank J. Symmes, president of the 
downtown Merchant’s Association, was 
all for it, and wrote a glowing tribute to 
Manson’s proposal, which only proves 
that little changes. The same mix of 
bumpkin insecurity and imperial ar- 
rogance that has characterized San 
Francisco journalism since the Gold 
Rush pervades the article. ‘‘San Fran- 
cisco is to be a great city,’’ he declared, 
“and old fogies must not stand in the 
way”’ of its destiny. Substitute ‘“‘world- 
class’’ and ‘‘no-growthers’’ and we’re 
talking 1980s here. 

San Francisco needed a place for col- 
lective assemblages, a ‘‘great open 
forum,’’ to hold up its head among the 
league of great cities, Symmes main- 
tained. Unfortunately, he also admit- 
ted, the taxpayers were unlikely to fund 
it — giving sewers, parks and schools 
first priority, and seldom even funding 
those. The city would have to rely on 
private initiative to get the thing built. 

When mayors Feinstein and Agnos 
tried to lure potential funders by offer- 
ing to name the stadium after them, 
they were unwittingly echoing their 
predecessor. After all, President Symmes 
claimed, if William Randolph Hearst 
could give the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley a Greek theater and 
be immortalized by his deed, was 
there ‘‘no one who would enjoy seeing 
his name carved in the granite of the 
San Francisco stadium, and deeper still 
in the hearts of the people?’’ Silence 
answered his query. 

Some still advocate doming Candle- 
stick, but engineer Manson had it all 
figured out nearly a century ago. 
Having studied ancient European am- 
phitheaters, he proposed ringing the 
stadium with steel masts and ringbolts 
“‘so that on rainy days the seats and 
football field could be roofed with 
canvas like a circus tent,”’ a technique 


used by the ancient Romans. A 12-foot 
barrier of glass around the rim would 
protect viewers from the chilly South- 
of-Market winds. Between the win- 
dows would be niches for statues of 
sports stars. 

Proponents of the downtown ball- 
park have warned planning commis- 
sioners that juvenile street gangs will 
flourish if the Giants leave town. 
Engineer Manson also proposed keep- 
ing the rowdy South-of-Market boys 
occupied at the stadium. Under the 
bleachers he included a year-round 
gymnasium with baths, handball 
courts and swimming pools for school 
children. The triumphal arches 
leading to the field would house 
matrons, janitors and attendants to 
keep things in order. 

President Symmes’ plaintive plea for 
financial angels apparently came to as 
little as Mayor Feinstein’s and two 
years after the proposal, the city 
burned down. Thereafter, its leaders 
had more important things to worry 
about than downtown stadia. Kezar 
was built in 1925, and is now being 
razed for a newer facility. Columbia 
Park was buried in the ’50s under the 
freeway approach to the Bay Bridge 
and the new Hall of Justice, never to be 
replaced as promised by the city. 

I’ve got a hunch that Manson’s 
stadium wasn’t the first; 
Ohlones had a ballpark somewhere 
down on Mission Bay, South of 
Market, and that, just like in some 
Stephen King novel, we’re now cursed 
by whatever our ancestors did to it. 
Mayor Agnos’s attempts to placate 
Bob Lurie and to build two stadia in a 
jungle of overlapping jurisdictions and 
ownerships torn by competing interests 
makes three-dimensional chess look 
simple by comparison. You’ve gotta 
sympathize with the guy: Without 
knowing it, he’s only the latest pawn of 
the stadium that refuses to die. a

FRIEND recently told 
me that she didn’t really 
like the doctor assigned 
to her at her health- 
maintenance organiza- 

tion, but was embarrassed to ask for 
another. ‘‘You’re paying for aservice,”” 
I reminded her. ‘‘You can switch if the 
service isn’t satisfactory. She admitted 
that the hospital had told her she could 
switch if she was unhappy, but she still 
couldn’t bring herself to complain. 

It’s an outdated idea, this holier- 
than-us attitude toward medicine, and 
there is a growing movement within the 
medical establishment itself to dissuade 
us from clinging to it. For example, in 
Smart Medicine (Putnam, $18.95), the 
new book by Bruce Hensel, a Beverly 
Hills internist and the medical and 
science reporter for KNBC News, the 
chapter entitled ‘‘How To Do Your Own 
Physical Exam and Get the Most Out 
of Your Medical Checkup” begins with 
the following, hitherto heretical, state- 
ment: ‘* ‘IT’S YOUR BODY. You have 
a right to know how it functions, and 
how to keep it functioning nor- 
mally.... No amount of medical ex- 
pertise can substitute for your ex- 
perience of your own body.”’ 

I like a medical professional who 
writes in plain English without sound- 
ing as if he’s writing a children’s book, 
who puts as No. 5 in his list of ‘‘What 
You Will Need [for your self-exam]’’ 
“‘the right attitude’’ (in addition to No. 
2, ‘“‘your eyes, ears, nose and hands,”’ 
plus certain accoutrements of medical 
testing: a flashlight, a tape measure, a 
scale, a watch, a mirror, a blood-pres- 
sure cuff and a stethoscope). 

“Don’t deny or ignore any findings, 
and don’t be too hard on yourself,” 
Hensel suggests. ‘‘We don’t care how 
you compare with other people. We’re 
only interested in what’s normal for 
you.’’ He appreciates the significance 
of the patient’s feelings and self-con- 
cept in the greater picture of his or her 
health care. 

Hensel explains each procedure, 
what you’re looking for and the possi- 
ble significance of what you may find. I 
don’t agree with everything in this sec- 
tion — for example, he says that a 
woman cannot do an internal exam of 
her own vagina, whereas I was taught 
more than ten years ago at a feminist 
health clinic to perform just such an ex- 
am (and given a sterile plastic speculum 
with which to do it) — but I expect that 
by the time you’ve completed Hensel’s 
self-exam you’ ll know a great deal more 
about your body than you did before. 

There are 17 chapters and three ap- 
pendices in this excellent reference text, 
including a description of the purpose, 
procedures, accuracy and dangers of a 
great many common medical tests, and 
touching on such topics as how to deter- 
mine whether your doctor is incompe- 
tent, when to take medicine, how to tell 
whether a given test is necessary, how to 
choose a good doctor, medical-in- 
surance plan or hospital and what food- 
drug combinations to avoid. 

Smart Medicine doesn’t replace The 








People’s Book of Medical Tests by doc- 
tors David Sobel and Tom Ferguson 
(Summit, $12.95), which describes med- 
ical tests in even greater detail. It does, 
however, cover a wider variety of topics. 

As one might expect, Hensel treads 
somewhat lightly in the shadow of the 
strong, unwritten law that prohibits a 
doctor from criticizing another, or the 
medical profession itself. Yet he is will-

ing to write at some length about the 
possibility that your family physician is 
incompetent. ‘‘The incompetent doctor 
may not be a bungling, boorish boob,” 
he writes. ‘‘He [may] be a sensitive, car- 
ing physician who overtreats, or is 
unaware of new medical knowledge and 
treats incorrectly.”’ 

How can you tell? Hensel lists several 
warning signs, including the physician 
prescribing an antibiotic when he’s 
diagnosed a virus, prescribing narcotics 
for the flu, prescribing aspirin for a 
young child with the flu, taking recur- 
rent complaints too lightly, being 
unreachable without repeated phone 
calls, prescribing medication without 
seeing you, keeping sloppy records, 
abusing your right to confidentiality, 
appearing disheveled or intoxicated, ig- 
noring your feelings, belittling your need 
for information about your condition or 
becoming insulted at your request for a 
second opinion. 

Far from suggesting that we shun 
mainstream medicine altogether, Hensel 
advises the self-care enthusiast that 
“making a misdiagnosis or starting the 
wrong treatment...could have more 
serious consequences than if you’d 
never learned how to do the exam at 
all.’’ His purpose in walking us through 
a detailed self-exam is to allow us to 
discover ‘‘the earliest signs of change, 
and to promote communication [with 
our doctors].’’ Important principles 
from a most useful book. at

A: Ernst Grafenberg, for whom 
w The Spot was named, wrote in 
1950: ‘‘(female ejaculatory) fluid was 
examined ‘and it had no urinary char- 
acter. I am inclined to believe that 
‘urine’ reported to be expelled during 
female orgasm is not urine, but only 
secretions of the intraurethral 
glands....’’ In The G Spot, by Ladas, 
Whipple and Perry, the authors report 
lab analyses to compare and contrast 
vasectomized (i.e. spermless) male 
ejaculate, female ejaculate and urine: 
“Chemical analysis differentiated the 
ejaculatory fluids from urine on the 
basis of four chemical tests. Two sub- 


stances, tartrate-inhibited acid phos- 
phate, thought to be prostatic, and glu- 
cose (sugar), were substantially higher 
in the ejaculatory fluid than in the urine 
samples. Urea and creatinine (both end 
products of protein metabolism nor- 
mally found in the urine) were substan- 
tially lower in the ejaculatory than in the 
urine specimens.”’ All of this may tell you 
more about urine than you were in- 
terested in knowing, but I hope it ad- 
dresses your question on the makeup and 
distinction of female ejaculation. 

As for your other concerns: 1. The 
bacteria in a person’s mouth are more 
numerous than those in a vagina. Thus 
oral sex puts her at greater risk of catch- 
ing something from you than you from 
her. 2. A menstrual period is not a 
female problem in the sense of a com- 
municable disease like a yeast infec- 
tion. Of course, if the woman is HIV 
positive, her blood will be dangerous to 
you. 3. A herpes lesion, as you can see, 
can have sites other than just genitals or 
mouth. Lesions can be infectious with- 
out being visible and any portion of 
your face in contact with shedding 
viruses puts you at substantial risk of 
getting herpes.

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WOODSTOCK 
TO LAKE 
WOBEGON

UY HIGH, sell higher.” 
Asastoned, stock-trading 
hippie in the ’60s, I turned 
on to this psychedelic in- 


vesting system, dumping 
the old-fashioned ‘‘buy low, sell 
high’’ ideology. And by buying high 
and selling higher, I racked up some 
far-out profits. 

The stock market had a bad trip in 
early 1969, and my portfolio blew up in 
smoke. 1969 also marked the beginning 
of a bunch of really negative karma for 
hippies, with their influence fading fast 
following the memorable August ‘‘Be- 
In” at Woodstock. 

A handful of hippie survivors con- 
tinue to live communally on the legend- 
ary land, and you can bask in their 
mellow vibes at Grateful Dead con- 
certs. But the ’70s and ’80s have been 
downer decades for the counterculture. 

The stock market’s story, however, 
has been happier. After its sick 69 and 
an unhealthy ten years in the ’70s, it 
had an amazing recovery in the ’80s. 
There were certainly some bummers 
along the way — February ’82, May ’84 
and September ’86 being among the 
heaviest. And, of course, there was 
Wall Street’s Altamont in October ’87, 
with program traders behaving like the 
Hell’s Angels. Still, in the 20 years since 
Woodstock Nation, the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial stock average has jumped close 
to 1800 points and is now well over 


three times its summer-of-’69 value. 

Although as I write this, the Dow 
Jones has yet to pass its 1987 pre-crash 
all-time top, the other major stock in- 
dexes have hit historic heights in recent 
weeks. And at these lofty levels, if you 
bought stocks you’d be buying high. 

But will you be able to sell higher — 
without the benefit of natural or ar- 
tificial chemical stimulants? On this 
question, not surprisingly, the 
answers from the stock market experts 
are conflicting. 

Those in the bullish camp, who 
believe stocks remain undervalued, 
argue that, adjusted for inflation, the 
market is actually low, not high. Fur- 
thermore, because corporate earnings 
and dividends are much greater than 
they were before the October ’87 


.crash, stocks today are worth a lot 


more to investors. 

One of the more respected bulls is 
Shearson Lehman Hutton’s Elaine 
Garzarelli. Garzarelli earned her rep by 
correctly forecasting the 1987 dive, as 
well as the turnaround in ’88 and ’89. 
Her current take on the market is de- 
cidedly upbeat. And, she says, based 
on dividend increases since ’87, the 
Dow Jones average has the potential to 
soar another 800 points, to 3500. 

Wall Street’s bears, on the other 
hand, are convinced a long overdue 
recession is inescapable in the next six 
months. And because the federal budget 
deficit is already huge and the takeover 
craze has pushed corporate debt far 


beyond the danger zone, the decline will 
be exceptionally severe. Red ink will 
replace black on the bottom line, cor- 
porations will quickly cut their dividends 
and stock prices will plunge. 

Among the better-known bears is 
Robert Prechter. Prechter achieved his 
fame by correctly predicting that stock 
prices in the ?80s would skyrocket past 
all previous peaks. As a guru he’s not 
infallible, though. His 1987 forecast of 
a 3600 Dow was much too optimistic, 
and he missed stocks’ move back up in 
88 and ’89. But his uncanny market 
calls through the years, along with his 
provocative psychological insights 
about the ways people and prices in- 
teract, make him worth listening to. 

Here’s a typical piece of Prechterese 
— this one on the real estate market — 
as quoted in Barron’s financial weekly: 
‘Mistakes are made not because peo- 
ple fail to learn from history, but 
precisely because they do learn from 
history; recent history.... Home 
buyers, for example, have learned that 
home prices only go up. This is a mis- 
take, but it is not due to learning badly, 
but well, though with limited data 
based on personal experience.’” 

Prechter is a devotee of the Elliot 
Wave Theory, which postulates that 
=~ economic events are determined by in- 
evitable human tides that cycle from 
euphoria to extreme depression. Ac- 
cording to Prechter’s interpretation of 
this theory, the world is on the verge of 
entering one of its bleakest phases. In 
fact, he warns, we will soon be facing 
the worst years since the Dark Ages. 
That awful epoch began in the fifth 
century, and the number 500 is about 
where Prechter thinks the Dow Jones 
average will go in the coming global 
economic collapse. 

“Some help,” you’re saying. ‘‘With 
such contradictory counsel from the 
experts, maybe what makes the most 
sense is to just say no to buying stocks, 
high or low.”’ 

That’s one reasonable option. As I 
learned in the ’60s, ‘‘Never trust a stock 
over 30, or under.’’ However, there’s 
another alternative to the buy low, buy 
high trip — buying average. Buying 
average, or “‘dollar-cost averaging”’ in 
financial jargon, is a strategy used by 
long-term investors who believe di- 
vining the stock market’s transient tops 
and bottoms is impossible. But they do 
expect stocks to keep moving up — if 
not straight up. Therefore, instead of 
trying to pick the best spot to buy, they 
set themselves a fixed buying schedule 
and a fixed dollar amount to invest 
each period — let’s say $100 a month, 
or $1,000 a year. 

More specifically, a very simple ver- 
sion of such a plan that a socially 
responsible investor might undertake 
would go like this: Every year, on the 
Woodstock anniversary, she uses $1,000 
of her IRA money to buy shares in the 
Calvert Ariel fund (call 1-800-368-2748 
for information). The Ariel fund is 
relatively new and may be a bit risky. 
But its ethical investment guidelines and 
solid gains so far area nice combination, 
with Ariel’s return for the year from 
June 30th, 1988 to June 30th, 1989 being 
a respectable 19 percent. 

The big trick to dollar-cost averaging 
is, of course, sticking to the plan. Like 
dieting, exercise routines and flossing, 
temptations to stray from the program 
abound. But did you really suppose 
caring for your money would be any 
easier than caring for your gums? 

Sure, dollar-cost averaging does re- 
quire some discipline. But until Mr. 
Dow and Mr. Jones take a hint from 
Lake Wobegon’s children and always 
perform above average, the tactic will 
at least discourage you from buying 
high and selling low. It might also help 
make your investment decision-making 
amoretranscendentalexperience. Mf

LIVELY DINING 


Allegro Italian restaurant lives up to its name — and serves

HILE SEARCHING 
for a parking space 
one night, we spotted 
this small Italian res- 
taurant well off the 
beaten path. For some reason I de- 
cided that it was relatively undis- 
covered, but came to find out that 
Allegro is very popular, especially 
with the neighborhood residents. 

Intimate, very dimly lit and cozy, 
Allegro can be a place for a romantic 
dinner or a group celebration. One of 
the wonderful things about the res- 
taurant is that, although it’s formal and 
the clientele dresses accordingly, peo- 
ple are still rather lively — even a bit 
loud at times. I like to see this in a res- 
taurant, especially when it feels a little 
stuffy. The service is a bit clipped and 
formal, but efficient. 

Interestingly enough, owner Angelo 
Quaranta presents himself to most 
tables at some point during the meal, 
and is himself quite animated and bois- 
terous. This sets a mood for long, lux- 
urious dinners with plenty of wine and 
lots of chatter. 

After a bit of confusion over vintage, 
we began our first meal with a bottle of 
Kenwood zinfandel, listed on the menu 
as a 1985, but in reality a 1986. Changes 
in vintages should be reported to diners 
when possible. The wine was rich and 
velvety and truly wonderful, but vin- 
tage obviously makes a big difference, 
not only in the quality of the wine but 
in the price. : 

The only other grievance I have with 
Allegro is the method of listing the spe- 
cials. It’s almost impossible to remem- 
ber more than two or three specials, 
and reciting more than that is also time- 
consuming for the server. The four 
pasta, three fish and one steak specials, 
along with their descriptions, were too 
much to absorb, much less recall even 
two minutes later. A simple printed spe- 
cial menu could take care of this problem. 
Prices should be listed as well. 

On to the delicious food. Mozzarella 


excellent food as well 


fritta ($5.95), two large triangular 
pieces of mozzarella cheese dipped in 
an egg batter, fried to perfection and 
served on a bed of what tasted like a 
fresh tomato sauce, was sensational. 
Potentially a heavy appetizer, this version 
was light and just right to start off with. 

We chose a special pasta of the eve- 
ning, orecchiette with salmon ($16.50). 
Pasta shaped like an ear or like a small 
spoon, combined with tender, sweet 
chunks of fresh salmon in a fresh to- 
mato sauce, was served piping hot ina 
pasta bowl. This very generous portion 
tasted like it was cooked with pancetta, 
but the waiter asked the kitchen, and 
the response was “‘no pancetta, just lots 
of garlic.’’ Whatever the case, this un- 
forgettable, rustic pasta dish was just 
great. 

Pollo al mattone ($9.95), half a 
chicken cooked under a brick, is a very 
good value. Succulent meat with cris- 
py golden-brown skin, served with a 
few bright green broccoli spears, makes 
a lean and tasty dinner. 

The second evening we found-the 
dining room to be just as lively and 
dressy. The reasonable wine list affords 
one the luxury of choosing one or two 
bottles per meal, a real treat these days 
in the $22-per-bottle and up wine lists 
that seem to prevail. A dry and crisp 
Verdicchio 1987 ($12) was a good com- 
panion to the wonderful Bocconcini 
Allegro ($12.55), assorted appetizers 
for two. Roasted bell: pepper, grilled 
eggplant and zucchini brushed with a 
garlicky olive oil, combined with fresh, 
juicy tomato and mozzarella, assorted 
olives and a tender marinated squid 
salad, made this plate interesting and 
fun to eat. This would be a good 
choice, along with a pasta, for a light 
dinner some evening. 

Fresh grilled snapper ($14.50), one 
of the fish specials, was presented 
whole and boned at the side of the table 
by the waiter. This is an old-fashioned 
method and one that is really quite ele- 
gant. The fish was slightly dry, but firm 
and tasty nonetheless. I’m sure the 
kitchen would agree to cook the fish 


just a few minutes less upon request. 
Beautiful spears of broccoli and a bot- 
tle of fruity olive oil were served with 
all entrees. 

Some of the best gnocchi to pass our 
lips was served as a regular menu item 
for $10.50, with a choice of tomato 
sauce or pesto. Light as a feather but 
packed with flavor, these little hand- 
made dumplings served in a pool of 
luscious pesto sauce were heaven. 

Picatta de vitella ($14.75), the classic 
veal scaloppine sauteed with lemon and 
capers, was tender and perfectly sauced 
— another fairly lean dish for those 
who watch these things! 

The desserts sounded wonderful, but 
upon turning them all down we were 
served a plate of vanilla-scented and 
almond-studded biscotti, crunchy and 
delicious. These are very good with a 
finishing glass of port. 

Allegro is a fine restaurant with high 
standards and excellent service. Do get 


‘dressed up and don’t let the feeling of 


formality fool you. This dinner house 
can be warm and inviting, and when the 
room is filled with vivacious diners, 
you’llseehowmuchfunitcanbe.

Eat A Bowl Of Tea 

In an interesting historical tid- 
bit, Wayne Wang's movie de- 
scribes how Chinese men 
could come to America to 
seek their fortunes between 
1924 and 1949, but their wives 
couldn't follow them. Victor 
Wong left China and his wife in 
1929 for New York's China- 
town. Now it's 1949, the law 
changes, and the impossibly 
egocentric Wong sends son 
Russell Wong to China to bring 
back a wife. Granted it’s an ar- 
ranged marriage, but Wong Sr. 
and his elderly ‘‘bachelor’’ 
friends still stick closely to the 
old ways, despite their Ameri- 
can speech. Fortunately Wong 
Jr. and his chosen wife Cora 
Miao fall in love, but once back 
in the U.S. their troubles begin 
Chinatown's entire commun- 
ity, spearheaded by Wong Sr., 
pressure them to have chil- 
dren right away, which only 
makes Wong Jr. impotent. 
How the situation’s resolved 
has its moments, as does the 
movie, but they're not enough 
to make it genuinely comedic, 
or explain why the elderly Chi- 
nese talk to each other in such 
relentlessly idiomatic Amer- 
ican terms. (Bridge, SF.) 


Casualties Of War 

Who better than Brian De 
Palma can take an atrocious 
theme, declare war on it and 
turn it into an even more bar- 
barous casualty? Here he has 
Vietnam war squad neophyte 
and nice guy Michael J. Fox 
dangling in a caved-in Viet 
Cong tunnel from the waist 
down. Just before the Private 
Fox is about to lose his phys- 
ical equivalent to the under- 
ground enemy he’s saved by 
sergeant Sean Penn. So when 
Penn, who gives psychopath 
new meaning, is ordered on a 
dangerous mission and an- 
nounces they'll kidnap a young 
girl and rape her en route as 
“portable R&R,” Fox is horri- 
fied, yet torn, unlike the rest of 
the goon-like group. But oh, 
how DePalma loves to dwell 
on the beaten girl's ravaged 
face! How he loves to dwell on 
who will murder her! How he 
loves to dwell on her brutal- 
ized body, how he loves to 
dwell on all his movie’s bloody 
moments as Fox finally tries to 
get his squad court-martialed. 
Enough already — just hope 
the director doesn't suddenly 
start Seoul searching! 
(Cinema 21, SF.)

SOMETHING 


TAND-UP COMEDIAN 
Mitch Mullany is only 20 
years old (‘‘Make sure to 
say 20 and a half,’’ he 
begged), but he’s quickly 
acquiring a reputation 
that many performers 
twice his age would envy. 

The Oakland native ad- 
vanced to the preliminary 
round of the 1989 San 
Francisco Stand-Up 
Comedy Competition, 
and just narrowly missed 
; being chosen as one of the 
ten semifinalists. Despite the disappointment, he feels 
that he did some of his best work in the competition, 
and contest organizer Anne Fox agrees. ‘‘He’s going 
to be a major star,’’ she says, ‘‘and you can quote me 
on that.”’ 

You’ll get no argument from Mullany himself, who 
definitely plans to make it to the top. Currently studying 
acting at ACT, he first became interested in comedy a 
couple of years ago when his mother, who he says clips 
everything out of the newspaper that she thinks might 
be of interest to someone in the family (but leaning 
heavily toward gardening tips), gave him an article 
about a comedy class taught by John Cantu. Through 
the class he discovered that he loved doing stand-up, 
and he started performing at open-mike nights around 
the Bay Area. Along with a friend, Mullany also pro- 
duced comedy shows at the Rose and Thistle, and en- 
joyed being able to decide what time he would go on 
stage, rather than waiting around until 1 am, which is 
the norm for most unknowns at open-mikes. 

From there, Mullany moved on to regular bookings 
at clubs such as Tommy T’s, where he survived an audi- 
tion that might have been the kiss of death for a less 
talented comedian. ‘‘I was so nervous that I was actually 
looking at my notes on stage,’’ Mullany remembers. 


Laas 
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“But I think the audience could see that I was new, and 
they liked me anyway.”’ 

Mullany is indeed very likable on stage. His material 
is funny and sharply observant without the hostile edge 
that seems to be a part of so many comedians’ routines. 
He says he started out with the usual ‘“‘fart and dick 
jokes,”’ but has progressed far beyond that into a wide 
range of topics. His age doesn’t seem to work against 
him; in fact, he says the 23- and 24-year-old comedians 
like having him around to call him ‘‘kid.”’ 

The Comedy Competition has been a very positive ex- 
perience, he says, helping him to get more bookings 
(although he calculates that since January, there have 
only been about four days per month that he hasn’t 
been working), and giving him valuable stage time. De- 
fying the old adage that nice guys finish last, Mitch 
Mullany is definitely a young man on his way to the top.

IF GETTING your money’s worth matters 
to you, consider this: On Saturday, Aug. 
26th at Theatre Artaud you can catch 
some of the finest local performance artists 
at the bargain basement price of about 40 
cents an hour. That is, if you stay the full 
12 hours, from 10 am to 10 pm. 

Its $5 ticket price aside, this all-day, all- 
star performance marathon sounds like a 
winning sampler — and a fun way to help 
Theatre Artaud raise some $3,000 for its 
coming season. Fifty-four performers and 
groups will take part. That includes ROVA 
Saxophone Quartet, Margaret Jenkins, 
Rinde Eckert, Vaudeville Nouveau, 
Elbows Akimbo, Nina Wise, Bill Talen, 
Della Davidson and Moving Company and 
the Joe Goode Performance Group, to 
name but a few. Their performances will 
be from five to 15 minutes long, and run 
nonstop throughout the day and evening. 

Artaud director Kim Fowler thinks of it 
as a great excuse for a party. ‘‘We really 
want this to be a summer community 
event, and make it available to as many 
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people as possible,’’ she says. ‘“We also 
want people to feel free to stay, go, and 
come back. If you buy a ticket, you get in- 
and-out privileges.’’ 

Fowler says the marathon takes after 
some other local performance art shin- 
digs, like the Blake Street Hawkeyes’ 
Whole Hog spree and Intersections’ 
“Mission is Bitchin’’ festival. ‘“‘The dif- 
ference,’’ she points out, ‘‘is that we have 
the facilities to include a lot more music 
and dance. We also have room in the lob- 
by to set up continuous video displays 
and sound installations.”’ 

And don’t worry about getting hungry: 
Coffee and croissants will be available in the 
morning, salads and sandwiches at lunch, 
and they’re talking about doing a barbecue 
at night. ‘‘The food,”’ promises Fowler, 
“‘will be as eclectic as the entertainment.” 

Tickets for the marathon are available 
at Theatre Artaud, 450 Florida, SF, on 
Saturday, Aug. 26th, the day of the per- 
formance.

Maria McKee (Geffen) 

When she was the lead singer of Lone 
Justice, McKee was often cited as out- 
shining her competent roots rock band. 
But given the rambling, coyly artful 
production overseen by Mitchell Froom on 
her solo debut, McKee might do better to 
pare back to the barebones accompa- 
niment of her club shows 

Blessed with a stirring voice that she 
knows how to break across a syllable in 
faithful country fashion, McKee doesn’t 
come up with an entire album's worth of 
original material to fully exploit her 
emotional range. And the contradiction 
between her powerful voice and her 
lyrical pose as a Self-pitying waif is less a 
source of tension than a befuddiement 
Moreover, despite the stellar appearances 
of guitarist Richard Thompson, percus- 
sionist Alex Acuna, fiddler Steven 
Wickham and many others, Froom's busy 
handiwork only muddies the simpler tunes 
while failing to reach the obvious goal of 
Springsteenian drama on such story- 
songs as ‘Panic Beach.” The album 
opener, “'l've Forgotten What It Was In 
You (That Put the Need in Me)" and the 
pleading “Am | The Only One (Who's Ever 
Felt This Way?)"’ reveal how McKee can 
cut to the heart of the lyric and make you 
feel the same loneliness and regret. 

In the long run, her vocal power wins 
out over the uneven songwriting and self- 
consciously dynamic mix of acoustic and 
electric guitars and keyboards, strings, 
horns and percussion. McKee is too good 
a singer to be held back for long, and the 
moments where she breaks loose — on 
the overblown gospel emulation of ‘More 
Than A Heart Can Hold” or in the stark 
piano setting of “‘Has He Got A Friend For 
Me?’’ — are nearly enough to redeem the 
shortcomings of Maria McKee

Tom Jones, Move Closer (Jive/RCA) 
After 25 years of making records, 
shedding sweat on the ladies in the front 
row and shagging the undergarments 
tossed to him onstage, Tom Jones is as 
fully cured a ham as exists in showbiz 
During his mid-to-late-’60s heyday, the 
Welsh belter's bare-chested pandering to 
housewife lust was one of the most loath- 
some creatures in pop music and repre- 
sented the worst, logical extension of the 
Elvis syndrome. Even though most of 
Move Closer is just another attempt to 
stay contemporary, by injecting that oh- 
so-masculine wail into synth-pop, neo-soul 
and dance-club grooves, Jones now ap- 
pears to be in-on his own joke — at least 
for a moment. The album opens with his 
celebrated Art of Noise collaboration on 
Prince's ‘'Kiss.:’ Thrice removed from the 
James Brown inspiration, Jones's version 
works as an ironic comment on his own 
career as a great pretender. 
Unfortunately nothing else comes close, 
in humor or perspective. If Joe Cocker 
sang these songs, he'd somehow invest 
enough desperation to make them 
remotely believable. Although his 
exaggerated caterwaul has a perverse 
appeal against the mechanical pulse of 
Chris DeBurgh's “'I'm Counting On You,” 
Jones still has the conviction of a side of 
beef. In the end, this is simply updated 
product for fans of the curly-haired hunk, 


although they might wonder about their 
hero's new clothes if, after all these years, 
he really means it when he moans the 
Stones’ ‘‘(| Can't Get No) Satisfaction.”

Blackbird, Blackbird (\\oki Records) 
Ever wonder what happened to Rank and 
File? Chip and Tony Kinman are now onto 
something new, beat box guitar rock, and 
they call themselves Blackbird. This 
record is their second under the new 
name, and though not every song is a 
winner, the sound the two brothers have 
created with a minimum of instruments is 
very provocative: just vocals, guitar and 
— get this — a drum machine. 

Though Timbuk 3 has already pio- 
neered beat box grounds in Texas music, 
the drum machine is still not an instru- 
ment (if you can call it that) you'd expect 
from a couple of former twangy country/ 
western Singers (who before that led the 
punk outfit the Dils). But the machine 
works in their songs because the Kinmans 
don't try to hide it, and even seem to take 
a tongue-in-cheek attitude toward it. 

Half of the songs are great, and ‘Take 
Me” is easily the album's strongest. The 
machine is turned uptempo and given an 
interesting sound, and the guitar colors it 
over with a subtle, distorted fuzziness. 
The deadpan Lou Reed-ish vocals have a 
sinister edge, but they refuse to take their 
dark mood too seriously. The black these 
two birds carry isn't worn out front like so 
many of their British dance club counter- 
parts. And the vocal melody hooks you 
right in 

Another good one is “Hold Me,” 
which begins with a slow, arrhythmic, 
almost amateurish, guitar strumming 
that’s a strange cross between the Jesus 
and Mary Chain and Jandek. There’s no 
percussion on this one, but the vocals 
cut a path through the strumming and 
carry you through the song with the 
greatest of ease 

Other songs are OK but not as in- 
teresting. ‘Mary's World” is perhaps 
the poppiest of the bunch — it’s got a 
catchy chorus and ethereal vocals a la 
Syd Barrett-era Pink Floyd — but overall 
it's too psychedelic. ‘‘What Goes On”’ is 
the LP's one cover song, and a pre- 
dictable one at that. The Velvet Under- 
ground is felt almost immediately 
throughout the record, so to do the 
obvious seems unneccesary. And, was | 
imagining, or did | hear some (dis- 
tracting) New Order-style playfulness at 
the end? “Black Vibrations” starts off 
way too spacy, and Is too full of heavily 
reverbed guitar and thudding electronics 
for me, though it could be a very 
adventurous dance club hit if some hip 
DJ happened to hear it 

I'm excited about this record, but the 
main problem | have with it is that, while 
the Kinmans have created a brand-new 
machine/guitar/voice combination that 
works, too many of the songs use that 
same combination to similar effect. 
“What Goes On” is a prime example of 
saying nothing new. Though the record's 
good — | can’t call Blackbird a novelty 
band — | can’t help but wonder how 
much of this record I'll be listening to five 
months down the road. But check it out 
anyway, because the Kinmans are taking 
some adventurous chances.

MANIACS 


10,000 Maniacs successfully emerge from the underground scene 


10,000 MANIACS. At the Greek 
Theater, Berk. Saturday,-Aug. 12th.

IVEN THE 10,000 
Maniacs’ new role as win- 
ners of both the Nufolk 
and the Serious Woman 
Artist sweepstakes in the 
mainstream music industry, it’s often 
hard to remember that the band actually 
emerged from the darkest shadows of 
the American independent rock scene. 

Of course, that was back in 1983, 
before the term Yuppie was in common 
use. Nowadays, it’s easy to forget the 
band’s hardline beginnings, because 
thanks to singer Natalie Merchant’s 
unique neo-hippie charm and her polit- 
ically correct lyrics, 10,000 Maniacs ap- 
peal to folk fans, yuppies, sensitive 
young men, independently minded 
young women and many others who 
don’t necessarily keep in touch with 
what radio station KITS euphemistical- 
ly calls Modern Rock. 

Personally, I think that signifies suc- 
cess, not failure, for this once-under- 
ground outfit, and for the most part, 
the band’s sold-out performance at the 
Greek Theater just reinforced that opi- 
nion. Playing a set that, with a few 
major exceptions, was worlds better 
than any show they ever played as col- 
lege radio favorites, the Maniacs gave 
new meaning to the term “artist 
development.’’ 

Despite its popular image, 10,000 
Maniacs has always been a rock band 
first, a personality vehicle for Natalie 
Merchant second and a folksy-yuppie 
“adult music”’ band a distant third. 
For the first full hour of the Greek 
show, the Maniacs put on a perfor- 
mance that pulsed with the fruits of 
years of hard labor. Standing almost 
stock-still in the center of the stage, 
Merchant belted out a selection of 
songs from the last three albums that 
managed to showcase not just her im- 
peccable voice but the band’s powerful 
arrangements and quiet strength. 

The show opened with ‘‘What’s the 
Matter Here,’’ from 1987’s 
phenomenally successful Jn My Tribe 
and then flowed seamlessly through a 
selection of songs from that and the 
new album, Blind Man’s Zoo: ‘‘Gun 
Shy,”” “‘The Cherry Tree,’’ and 





“Poison in the Well,’’ and ‘‘Please 
Forgive Us,’’ as well as ‘‘Maddox 
Table’? and ‘‘Cotton Alley’? from 
1985’s_ The Wishing Chair. 
Throughout, Merchant’s voice soared 
with sheer joy over the music, enchant- 
ing the audience with its power. 

It was a far cry from previous perfor- 
mances at smaller venues, where 
Merchant used to twitch around the 
stage like a three-year-old at Gymboree. 
She was always doing embarrassing little 
ballet moves, touching her hair and talk- 
ing earnestly to the audience at length 
about things like the dead dog she saw 
by the side of the highway on her way up 
here from L.A., or worse, singing snatch- 
es of songs from the ’40s like an 
alcoholic cabaret star. 

No longer, thank God. It was as if 
the band itself, its success and her own 
latent talents, had overpowered her 
and were now holding her captive in the 
grip of the music. During ‘‘Eat For 
Two,”’ one of the better songs from the 
somewhat tuneless new LP, Merchant 
burst into her trademark spinning and 
the white scarf that was tied round her 
ponytail flew off while the audience 
cheered. Later on, she sat on the edge 
of the stage and sang ‘‘Dust Bowl,”’ 
afterwards, she chatted companion- 
ably to the audience, 8,500 strong, 
and never once said anything embar- 
rassing. It was like a miracle. 

For the song ‘‘You Happy Puppet,”’ 
Merchant retreated backstage and 
donned a giant Macy’s Day Parade- 
sized puppet head, which the audience 
just loved (despite the fact that the face 
on the puppet seemed to be that of Boy 
George). For ‘‘Trouble Me,’ ‘‘Hey 
Jack Kerouac,”’ “‘Like The Weather,”’ 
“The Painted Desert’’ and the final 
number of the set, ‘‘Don’t Talk,” 
Merchant maintained her newfound 
charm and, allied with the music, put 
on one of the most graceful, yet in- 
tense, performances of the summer. 

Then, unfortunately, everything fell 
apart. 

Normally, one expects the encores to 
a show to be an addition to a show, a 

gracious, usually brief, acknowledg- 
ment to overwhelming audience re- 
sponse, an addendum to a set that one 
hopes is the body of the band’s work. 
Artists used to be flattered if they 
achieved an encore call. Nowadays 
some naughty bands even save their hit 


songs for the eventuality, a practice I 
think is disgustingly complacent. But 
bad though that may seem, it’s nothing 
compared to the liberties that 10,000 
Maniacs took with the concept at the 
Greek. After playing a show that lasted 
exactly an hour, the band had the nerve 
to stretch their encores for a full 45 
minutes — almost the same amount of 
time, split into three parts, including 
the lengthy clapping fests. 

Not only that, but of the seven songs 
the band did, six were long sappy bal- 
lads, and only the first, ‘‘City of 
Angels,’’ was any good. (It was ruined, 
as well, by Merchant’s sudden return to 
her antics of old: kneeling, pointing, 
staring into space, going into fetal posi- 
tion, etc.) By the time the band had 
dragged itself through three more slow- 
tempoed numbers, even ‘‘My Mother 
The War,’’ (one of its oldest and least 
tuneful rock songs) couldn’t get it back 
on track. By the time Merchant re- 
turned to sing ‘‘Jubilee’’ and ‘‘Verdi 
Cries,’ accompanied only by piano, 
the impressive atmosphere had long 
since fallen apart. We were being sub- 
jected to the Natalie Merchant show, 
and a sticky-sweet, cloying show it was, 
make no mistake. 

But even that would have been 
bearable if it hadn’t gone on for quite 
so long. What could possibly have pos- 
sessed the band to have paced itself in 
this extraordinary manner? Perhaps it 
was due to a tendency on the part of 
successful newer bands to deride the 
conventions of giant rock concerts of 
old. Just as bands like R.E.M. (who 
dicked around just as determinedly on 
their encores at their recent Oakland 
Coliseum gigs) don’t want to fall into 
the trap of pandering to the audience 
with stupid cliche statements like 
‘*Awright San Francisco!,’’ so, too, do 
the Maniacs think that re-pacing a 
show with the slow numbers at the end 
is a way of alleviating the formulaic 
nature of rock concerts. 

The gesture, though probably well- 
meant, was just one more reminder of 
10,000 Maniacs’ arty, underground be- 
ginnings, which the band has in some 
ways held fast to long after the scene it- 
self has rejected them. Despite this mis- 
placed attempt at changing the format 
of rock shows, it’s still pleasing to see the 
Maniacs succeeding with the masses. In 
away, it means that our side won. a

HE SIXTIES died a 

natural death. Then along 

came the marketers of the 

Eighties to resurrect them 

repeatedly and watch them 
die again and again, more agonizingly 
and unnaturally each time. The hype 
around the Woodstock anniversary 
isn’t so bad, because at its core there’s 
genuine nostalgia for something that 
really happened. 

Two new films try to pretend the 
spirit of the Sixties lives on. If you 
believe either one, I’d like to talk to you 
about a bridge... . 

One recent morning I rode the Muni 
Metro to a screening room, went in- 
side, sat down and watched a movie 
that opens with a scene on the Muni 
Metro. This would have been an exam- 
ple of art imitating life, except that 
Casualties of War is hardly art. 

The momentary disorientation helped 
me relate to sleepy passenger Michael J. 
Fox as he opened his eyes, saw an Asian 
woman and flashed back to the events of 
a few years earlier in Vietnam. 

**You survive the Nam, you get to 
live forever,’’ a character says early in 
the picture. But it’s ‘‘the Nam’ itself 
— the Vietnam experience — that will 
live forever, having affected the hearts 
and minds of the American people as 
much as those of the Vietnamese. 

Any trace of reality is soon lost as 
screenwriter David Rabe and director 
Brian DePalma plunge us into a jungle 
setting that looks artificial, even though 
most of the filming was done in Thailand. 

Adding to the phoniness, Lee 





Strasberg’s acting class seems to have 
been transferred wholesale to Vietnam, 
judging from the squad of overactors 
we meet. Their leader, Sgt. Meserve 
(Sean Penn), is a short-timer, as is the 
token black (Erik King), whose nick- 
name is Brownie. There are also Clark 
(Don Harvey) and Hatcher (John C. 
Reilly) and Eriksson (Michael J. Fox), 
the ‘‘cherry’’? PFC who’s only been 
over for three weeks. 

Rabe is better known as a play- 
wright, and most of his dialogue 
would work better on a stage. An early 
scene involving subterranean tunnels 
built by the Vietnamese looks like an 
outtake from a Bugs Bunny cartoon 
until it works up genuine suspense 
toward the end. 

Okay, we’re stuck for two hours, so 
let’s get into the plot. The guys are 
stressed out from combat, horny from 
deprivation, drunk and stoned from 
whatever’s available. When they’re 
told they can’t go to the local whore- 
house — it’s Viet Cong night there — 
they come up with an alternative plan: 
““We’re gonna requisition a girl, a little 
portable R&R,’’ Meserve says. 

Eriksson thinks he’s kidding, even 
though the sarge told his men in com- 
bat, ‘‘The orders are we don’t shoot 
except in self-defense, but you get one 
of these little motherfuckers in the 
open, you waste ’em.’’ Eriksson 
wasn’t even going to go to the whore- 
house, so he certainly doesn’t want to 
be a party to rape. ‘‘We’re supposed 
to be here to help these people,’’ he 
whines ineffectually. 

They kidnap a girl, Oahn (Thuy Thu 
Le) from a nearby village and take her 
to the jungle with them, where four of 
the men brutally rape her, Meserve 
slapping her around as though he were 
Sean Penn and she a photographer. 
Hatcher is impressed, finding his leader 
“just like Genghis Khan, man.”’ 

In some respects Casualties of War is 
Town without Pity updated to Viet- 
nam; but in this case the rape victim is

killed and can’t accuse her attackers, so 
it’s up to Eriksson, who was unable to 
prevent anything with rhetoric: ‘‘Just 
because any one of us might be blown 
away at any moment, we act like wecan 
do anything we want. ... Maybe it 
should be the other way around. May- 
be we should be being extra careful.” 
Well, he said earlier he was Lutheran. 

When Eriksson tries to report the in- 
cident he’s told, ‘‘What happens in the 
field stays in the field,’’ and one of his 
fellow soldiers tries to kill him. Offi- 
cialdom doesn’t want to be bothered, 
saying it was wrong but forget about it; 
don’t make waves. 

Fox is still far from Oscar bait, but 
gives his best performance to date, fin- 
ally playing a man faced with more dif- 
ficult decisions than which three-piece 
suit to wear. But even if he’s becoming 
a middleweight, he’s lost amid such 
heavyweight company as Penn and 


Harvey, who go so far in the other di- 
rection it’s absurd. 

After the cinema verite approach to 
Vietnam in 84 Charlie MoPic, 
Casualties of War makes even Platoon 
look like a documentary. Its tale of 
atrocity and indifference can’t help but 
have some dramatic impact, despite the 
worst efforts of the writer and director; 
but even that is vitiated by a sappy, 
happy ending that should have been 
saved for a musical version. It comes 
complete with a heavenly choir and a 
view of the San Francisco skyline from 
Dolores Park. 

A one-sided moral issue at best, 
Casualties of War wastes so much 
talent it has to be one of the year’s ma- 
jor cinematic casualties. 


HEN DOES a parody 
become a travesty? When it 
isn’t funny. Rude Awaken- 


ing manages to trivialize the concerns 
of two generations and the people who 
are/were concerned about them in a 
synthetic call for a revival of Sixties’ 
involvement. 

The premise is similar to that of the San 
Francisco Mime Troupe’s 1988 show 
Ripped Van Winkle, in which a hippie 
who’d been out of it for 20 years returned 
to confront the yuppie culture. In Rude 
Awakening, you get two hippies, Cheech 
Marin and Eric Roberts. If ‘Cheech and 
Eric’? doesn’t have quite the ring 
“Cheech and Chong”’ did, you begin to 
get the picture. : 

Roberts’ performance symbolizes the 
film’s crass superficiality. Despite his 
long-hair wig, he seems, even in the 1969 
scenes, hyper and insincere in a way that 
suggests he should be running a corpor- 
ation rather than a protest movement. In 
those early sequences Marin has trouble 
impersonating his former self, but he hits 
his stride later and scores most of the 
movie’s few laughs. 

After hiding from the Justice Depart- 
ment in Central America for 20 years, 
Cheech and Eric (no, it doesn’t grow on 
you), now looking like the Fabulous 
Furry Freak Brothers — except where the 
spirit gum shows — stumble on a U.S. in- 
vasion plan and return to New York to 
give it to the press. 

They manage to rekindle the flame in 
their old comrades, Julie Hagerty and 
Robert Carradine, both of whom have 
amassed wealth or the trappings there- 
of, and find the flame never died in 
earth-motherly Louise Lasser, whose 
crash pad has become the flavor of the 
month for the Manhattan social set. 

Their friends give Eric and Cheech 
(that doesn’t work either) a vague up- 
date on current causes, including acid 
rain, nuclear proliferation, the ozone 
layer, AIDS (‘‘this wrath-of-God sort 
of plague-thing that’s killing people’) 
and colorization. They decide to raise 
the world’s consciousness by taking 
over NYU, which they do with literally 
incredible ease. Roberts makes a 
speech while a couple of dozen extras 
listen and three carloads of police do 
nothing, and things meander on to a 
predictably upbeat conclusion. 

While Roberts is so unbelievably bad 
he should never be allowed to play 
comedy again, Hagerty is as good as 
her schizophrenic role allows her to be, 
actually seeming like a real flower child 
at times and the wealthy bitch she’s 
grown into (a bit like Geraldine Page) 
at others. In one of the latter scenes she 
utters a classic yuppie statement: ‘‘I’ve 
been looking inside of myself so long 
that it hurts to think of anybody else.” 

Rude Awakening has its funny 
moments, but it’s basically an embar- 
rassment for all concerned. 

Incidentally, I couldn’t help noticing 
the appropriateness of KITS sponsor- 
ing a preview of Rude Awakening on 
the day shock jock Perry Stone started 
work as its morning deejay. a

Outstanding in this not-a-single- 
dud 105-minute compilation of 
24 animated short films from 
half-a-dozen countries are the 
U.S.A.'s ‘'A Salute to the Olive 
Jar Animation Studio,”’ that 
gets its study of evolution a bit 
backwards, and ‘‘Scaredy 
Cat," a short but sweet study 
in role reversals between a 
predatory panther and a docile 
deer; England's innovative 
“Rarg,’’ that has the ever- 
happy Rargians in an uproar 
when they discover they exist 
only within a man’s dream and 
he’s about to wake up; the 


U.S.A.'s ‘‘Knickknack,” a 
study in frustration as a minia- 
ture snowman strives to break 
out of his glass ball prison;

LATIN RHYTHMS 


‘Dance Extravaganza’ is more like a party than a performance 


DANCE EXTRAVAGANZA. At 
Cesar’s Latin Palace, SF. Sunday, 
Aug. 13th.

HE PROGRAM listed the 
start time as 7 pm, but when 
I got to Cesar’s Latin Palace 
for a Sunday night ‘‘Dance 
Extravaganza,’ I realized 
the only time that really mattered that 
evening was the one you kept to the beat. 
The silver cardboard stars hanging 
from the ceiling looked wom, even a little 
shabby, but they danced in the light of the 
sun that still came in through the cracked 
skylight as the band began to warm up. 
Some dancers in cowboy boots rehearsed 
as others meandered in, satin dresses and 
dance shoes slung over their shoulders. A 
few early patrons, mostly women dressed 
in all kinds of wrap-arounds and flouncy 
pastel outfits, sat around and chatted 
with the waitresses. They all seemed to 
know each other and I felt like an in- 
truder. The only things I could relate to 
were the wall-mounted neon names of the 
the likes of Eddie Palmieri, Tito Puente, 
Jose Feliciano and Mango Santamaria. 
Yet the evening turned out to be quite 
enjoyable, sporting some good dancing, 
not the least of which was contributed by 
the members of the audience. The format 





that local dance teacher Adrian Flores - 


has come up with in his somewhat quar- 
terly Dance Extravaganzas (the next one 
is Oct. 12th) includes open dancing, a 
dance lesson, a show by invited artists and 
more open dancing. 

As the people began arriving and the 
dancing picked up, it became obvious 
that these people, few of whom were 
Latin, really knew their Latin dances. 
There was no confusion of mambo, rum- 
ba or cha cha rhythms for them. Like a 
group of skilled ice’skaters, they glided 
across the floor, elbows high, knees bent, 
leaning into the movement with straight 
backs and controlled hips. There was a 
distinct lack of male partners, and quite a 


few women were dancing with each 
other. The crowd was so good that the 
men in my party made it clear that they 
were not going to go out there to “‘make 
fools of themselves.”’ 

After the dance lesson by Adrian 
Flores, he and his partner, Rita Agnese, 
opened the formal part of the evening 
with a suave version of ‘‘Putting on the 
Ritz.’’ Flores seems like a competent 
dancer and is probably a very good 
teacher. He also has some choreographic 
aspirations as witnessed by the numbers

he presented for his company, ‘‘Fascinat- 
ing Rhythms.’’ Here his talents are 
modest to say the least. There is more to 
putting a show number together than 
flashy costumes and pretty dancers. 

One of the evening’s acts, ‘‘Phantom 
Opera,’’ based on you know what, was 
just plain awful. Flores, in white mask, 
black cape and bare chest displaying a 
Playboy bunny tatoo, and Agnese, in a 
raggedy blonde wig and Lillian Geish 
white dress, cavorting on the floor to 
snippets of distorted Bach, Strauss and 
Tchaikovsky, were something to behold. 
Mercifully, it was short. Later on, both 
Flores and his wife took to the micro- 
phone, and for the world of me I don’t 
know why. They should stick to dancing 
and leave the choreography and singing 
to others. 

However, Flores has a nice knack for 
spotting talented outside performers and 
inviting them to his soirees. They saved 


the show part of the evening. Best of 
them were a sextet of country dancers, 
“Country Express,”’ that performed two 
loose-hipped line dances to country 
western tunes, heavy with a rock beat. 
The men in plaid shirts and gray Stetsons, 
the women in red and white off-the- 
shoulder dresses, stomped and beamed 
with remarkable precision and infectious 
enthusiasm. 

Adrian Flores Jr., obviously already a 
seasoned performer in a white zoot suit 
with black curly hair flowing down his 
back, contributed a rap number, skillful- 
ly weaving his snapping arms and swing- 
ing feet in and out of the beat. 

Another Flores couple, Frank and 
Nancy, 1988 Northern California Latin 
champions, brought the house down 
with their rumba and paso doble, even 
though the final slinging of the woman 
across the dance floor like a discarded 
doll seemed too macho even for a very 
male-dominated dance. 

Comedian Derek McGee performed 
a real dancing doll number, ‘‘Satin 
Doll,’’ with a life-size Raggedy Ann. 
It’s an old vaudevillian standby, but 
McGee’s deadpan demeanor as he 
questioningly peered over his oversized 
glasses was excellent. With his uncanny 
sense of timing, always anticipating the 
laugh by a split second, he set up ting- 
ling expectations that were delicious. 

Last of the invited guests were the 
“*Box Dancers,”’ four very young wom- 
en in a modest but promising street 
dancing number. This kind of venue 
can only improve their performance 
skills and give them confidence to build 
on what they have. 

The grand finale brought all the per- 
formers together and the dance floor 
opened up once again for social danc- 
ing. Even the cardboard stars began to 
look elegant as the mirrored ball began 
to reflect lights on them. But the men in 
my party still balked at joining the dan- 
cing crowd. So, what the heck, I 
thought, and grabbed my sister and we 
hit the floor. a

NCE UPON a time 

children loved Broadway 

musicals as much as they 

loved fairy tales. In fact, 

great musicals enchanted 
us just like fairy tales did, and the 
characters from My Fair Lady and 
Carousel seemed every bit as magical and 
mysterious as Sleeping Beauty or 
Rumpelstiltskin. 

Since musical comedy’s long ‘‘golden 
era” began winding down in the late ’60s, 
that’s changed. Today’s 9-year-olds are 
probably not wearing out original cast 
recordings of Les Miserables and Phan- 
tom of the Opera the way we wore out 
our West Side Story albums. And revivals 
of old shows, while lucrative, just don’t 
inspire the pleasure and awe that freshly- 


minted ones do. 
‘ 


What a treat, then, to encounter /nto 
the Woods by Stephen Sondheim and 
James Lapine. The Broadway hit is now 
on its first national tour to San Francisco, 
and plays at Golden Gate Theatre for just 
two more weeks. It interweaves two 
timeless forms of make-believe, the 
musical comedy and the fairy tale, into 
one dazzling and moving entertainment. 

Many musicals come from fairy tales: 
Peter Pan, The Wiz and Disney’s lushly 
animated Sleeping Beauty and Snow 

White, to name a few. But Into the 
Woods seems like a step forward. It has 
all the basics — romance, suspense, com- 
edy, adventure — but combined with a 
new psychological sophistication. 

The show’s plot is a deft amalgam of 
five tales: Little Red Riding Hood, 
Cinderella, Rapunzel, Jack and the 
Beanstalk and an original story about a 
baker and his wife. In the title song, the 
main characters announce why they must 
head ‘‘into the woods” to embark on 
what Joseph Campbell termed ‘‘the 
hero’s journey.’’ Once in the forest (a 
Sendak-like sky-and-tree set designed by 

Tony Straiges and lit by Richard Nelson), 
they keep getting in each other’s hair, 
helping one another out, making discov- 
eries about life — and communicating via 
Sondheim’s literate, melodious songs. 
(As in Sondheims’s Sweeney Todd, 


almost all the dialogue here is sung.) 
The first act has the hip comic verve of 

an extended ‘‘Fractured Fairytale”’ from 

the late, great Rocky and Bullwinkle

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show. The Big Bad Wolf (Chuck Wag- 
ner) leches after Red Ridinghood (Tracy 
Katz). Cinderella (Jill Geddes) isn’t so 
gaga about her Prince Charming (also 
Chuck Wagner) — a narcissist trying to 
out-agonize Rapunzel’s pining Prince 
(Douglas Sills). Rapunzel (Marguerite 
Lowell) gets driven wacko by her witch 
mother (Betsy Joslyn), while Jack (Kevin 
R. Wright) can barely bumble his way up 
a beanstalk. The likable baker (Marcus 
Olson) and his wife (Mary Gordon Mur-

ray), have very modern relationship 
problems: equality and infertility. 

The second half darkens in tone: Like 
the brothers Grimm, Sondheim and Lap- 
ine mean to instruct as well as amuse us. 
In Act I all the characters get their wishes. 
But live happily after? Nothing doing. 
Next comes fear, betrayal, monsters, 
murder, suicide. Suddenly we’re on the 
grim side of Grimm being hit by some Big 
Truths: That ends don’t always justify 
means, that loss can mean gain and, as 
the lovely ode We Are Not Alone sug- 
gests, that interdependence and a sense 
of community are essential to human 
fulfillment. 

It gets preachy at times out in the 
forest, and the shift from arch comedy to 
tragedy isn’t all that smooth. But Jnto the 
Woods casts a magical spell, and a little 
pretentious finger-wagging can’t break it. 
The able-voiced cast, under James 
Lapine’s direction, is entirely winning. 
And the whole effort can have the same 
effect as a favorite storybook did way 
back when: You want to keep returning 
toit, hearing the words and looking at the 
pictures and remembering the feelings. 


ANGEROUS GAMES also 
dabbles in myths — of a very dif- 


ferent sort. In this double bill of 


musical theater pieces, director Graciela 
Daniele turns the tango into a metaphor 
for machismo and torture in her native 
Argentina. 

Daniele, best-known as the original 
choreographer of Cats, has told -inter- 
viewers that Games is about the universal 
link between sexuality and violence. We 
have to face the connection between the 
two, she contends, in order to stop the 
violence. 

Good point. But Daniele’s aesthetic 
choices sabotage her political intentions. 
Astor Piazzolla’s musical score, heard 


_here on tape, spins ont elegant, surprising 


variations on the tango theme. But the 
dance-dramas are full frontal assaults — 
overcharged, humorless and (uninten- 
tionally) misogynist, 

The opening piece, Tango, trots out all 
the old cliches about smoldering-eyed 
Latin men, pliable virgins and cynical 
prostitutes. Gregory Mitchell and John 
Mineo, two thrilling dancers, play 
hoodlum brothers visiting a bordello. 
Their mutual yen for the new whore 
Christina (Elizabeth Mozer) results ina 
passionate trio dance, a tabletop 
gangbang and a knife fight. But blood is 
thicker than eros here: The men slink off 
ineach other’s arms, leaving Christina to 
a life of whoring. 

At first the sultry, athletic dancing 
sweeps you up. Then the questions start: 
Why does the virginal Christina thrill 
when men bat her around? Why are the 
aphoristic lyrics of the prostitutes’ songs 
like Threepenny Opera rejects? 

With all its sexy posturing, Tango 
winds up romanticizing the Latin macho 
ethos rather than critiquing it. Orfeo has 
asimilar problem, only worse. Patterned 
on the Orpheus myth, it contrasts a 
Argentinean peasant village with a 
chamber in the underworld. 

If the frolicking peasants are living in 
some kind of unreal utopia, the militar- 
ized torture palace is a Leather Bar from 
Hell. A crew of dancers prances around 
in tight jeans and high-heeled boots, 
while their hunky black master sadist 
Tules the roost with a snarl and a whip. It’s 
torture just watching them. 

I’m being facetious here, but Dan- 
gerous Games can affect you that way. 
Walk-outs are common — ostensibly 
because people get squeamish about 
the show’s sex and violence. But what’s 
really offensive here is the slick patina 
of titillation, the Las Vegas-izing of tor- 
ture. One of the more disturbing things 
about the situation in Argentina, where 
thousands were kidnapped and tor- 
tured to death, was how ‘‘normal,”’ 
how clean-cut their oppressors were. 

Hannah Arendt and Jacob Timmer- 
man have warned us: It’s the banality 
of evil we have to fear — the torturer 
with a smile, the friendly neighborhood 
rapist. By pumping up its myths to lurid 
proportions, Dangerous Games winds 
up lettirig its audiences off the hook.

Probably best known to pop 
audiences for writing the song 
“Take Me To The River,” which 
both the Talking Heads and 
Bryan Ferry covered in the '70s, 
Al Green is one of the best 
living purveyors of the genuine 
gospel-soul aesthetic. As is 
traditional in his genre, Green 
has vacillated between pre- 
disco style soul balladeering 
and pure gospel music — some- 
times motivated by violent in- 
cidents in his personal life (such 
as the time, in 1974, when his 
girlfriend poured boiling grits on 
him in his bath and then killed 
herself with his gun). Either way, 
he’s a vocal genius and a com- 
pelling performer that ought not 
to be missed.
